Chateau Taken by Storm. 


The security police finally arrived from 
Magdeburg and patched up a truce be- 
tween the enraged workers and those 
inside the chateau, but this morning a 
shock troop of ultra-red Communist 
miners, armed, arrived on the scene, 
disarmed the outnumbered security po- 
lice, and employing police rifles, hand 
grenades and machine guns in addition 
to their own weapons succeeded in 
storming the chateau, hauling down the 
hateful imperial flag after heavy cas- 
ualties on both sides. 

In Singen, Baden, there was also 
bloodshed. Republican workers demon- 
strating in front of the house of a re- 
actionary ex-officer were fired on from 
a house next door. They stormed this 
house and shot the occupant, Major 
Scherer. The attackers suffered several 
casualties in wounded. 

In Zwickau, 80,000 demonstrators, in- 
cluding many women, attempted to 
storm the barracks of the security po- 
lice. Sharp firing ensued on both sides, 
the Repubdlitan demonstrators losing fif- 
teen dead and forty-eight wounded. 
They were beaten back. 

A Communist agitator at Zittau 
aroused a body of demonstrators into 
trying to storm the jail and free 
the radical political prisoners. Rioting 
was still going on there at last reports. 
Rioting in Frankfort has resulted in 
at least half a dozen casualties, the 
demonstrators also smashing shopkeep- 
ers’ signs which indicated that they 
still considered themselves as purveyors 
to royalties. 


May Force Reichstag Dissolution. 


The internal political state of uncer- 
tain equilibrium continues The very 
drastic law “for safeguarding .the re- 
public,’’ drafted by the Wirth Govern- 
ment and yesterday aproved by more 
than the necessary two-thirds majority 
of the Federal Council, was submitted 
today to the Reichstag and immediately

The final vote will not be taken for 
several days.

Lion in Society Circus Attacks His Tamer, 
Tearing His Hand; Women Scream and Faint 


FREEPORT, L. I., July 5.—A commo- 
tion was caused tonight during the cir- 
cus conducted under the auspices of 
“The Lights’’ Club when one of the 
five lions used in the circus attacked 
his tamer, sinking his teeth ‘in the 
man’s right hand and badly wounding 
him. The spectators, many of them 
women, screamed and others fainted, 
and: several rushed from the tent. 

Charlés J. Swartz, 38, a lion tamer for 
sixteen years, was handling the lions, 
which are said to have been owned by 
the William Bartels Company of 44 
Cortlandt Street, Manhattan, and loaned 
for the night to the management of the 
society circus. 

The lions had been performing without 
any hitch during the early part of the 
circus and there was nothing to indicate 
in the demeanor of ‘‘ Adolph’’ that he 
was grouchy until the closing act was 
about to be put on. Thig was to have

been a pyramid of the five lions. 
“Adolph ’’ refused to take his position 
on the red stool and after trying to 
coax him Swartz fired three times from 
a revolver he held in his right hand. In 
his left he carried a spear in case of 
emergency. 

When the three flashes broke from the 
barrel of the revolver, which contained 
only blank cartridges, ‘‘Adolph’’ leaped 
at Swartz, and although the tamer made 
every effort to fight off the animal, the 
latter succeeded in biting his hand se- 
verely. Several attendants went to the 
aid of the tamer and drove the infuri- 
ated lion into a smaller cage. 

Swartz had the wound cauterized by 
He said this was the third 
attack that had been made upon him 
by lions.

The statement said that all but fifty 
of the 11,000 Pennsylvania employes in 


Altoona, Pa., remained at work and on 
all Pennsylvania lines east of Pittsburgh 
the percentage of employes who left 
work is under 25. A number of em- 
ployes who left work last Saturday are 
returning in groups of three and four,”’ 
added the statement. 

Officials of the Northwestern region 
report a large number of applications 
received from men who wish to obtain 
employment in the Pennsylvania shops 
in the Chicago district, Fort Wayne, 
Logansport, Grand RapRis and Toledo. 

Meanwhile the fifth day of the walk- 
out passed in comparative quiet, al- 
though several clashes were reported 
from widely separated sections of the 
country. Railways at many points 
began employing new men to take the 
places of the strikers, while others noti- 
fied their men that their places would 
be held open for them until July 10 
before their names would be stricken 
from the rolls with the loss: of their 
seniority privileges. 

Traffic continued practically without 
interruption, although some readjust- 
ment of schedules and the annulment 
of some short passenger runs were re- 
ported. 


PHILADELPHIA, July_ 5.—Seventeen 
strikers who walked out Saturday from 
the Pennsylvania Railroad shops here 
returned to work today and were given 
their old places, according to a state- 
ment by the company. It also was an- 
nounced that more than 1,000 new em- 
ployes had been taken into the service 
permanently tn the Eastern region since 
the strike began. 

The union men continued to picket the 
shops in an effort to bring out those 
who remained at work, and Clinton 8. 
Golden, international officer of the 
Machinists Union, told a mass meeting 
or strikers that more men were joining 
their ranks hourly. 

Train service and shop activities in 
the Eastern region continue uninter- 
rupted, full forces having reported to- 
day on the Philadelphia Terminal Divi- 
sion and at the Altoona shops, the com- 
pany stated. Elsewhere in the region, 
the. statement said, many men, who 
walked out have requested reinstate- 
ment. 

Reports of conditions in the Central, 
Southwestern and Northwestern regions 
indicated ‘‘ general and steady improve- 
ment,’’ the statement added. 


MANY STRIKERS RETURN 
ON NEW ENGLAND ROADS 


New Employes Are Also Rapidly 
Filling Vacancies, Officials Re- 
port—Strikers Deny It. 


BOSTON, July 5.—The Boston & 


Maine, Boston & Albany and New 
Haven systems reported today that 
striking shopmen in varying numbers 
were applying for jobs they vacated 
last Saturday morning. Traffic condi- 
tions remained satisfactory, the roads’ 
statements said. 

A check-up of the force in the shops 
and yards after the holiday showed that 
conditions were the best of any day 
since the walkout, according to railroad 
officia's. The Boston & Maine asserted 
that approximately 700 men had been 
hired to take places vacated by 2,000 
employes in engine houses and inspec- 
tion points. 

**A& considerable number of employes 
have made application for work and 
have been given employment where their 
plaées had not been filled,’’ said the 
statement. 

The New Haven Road reported that 
more men worked on the first shift to- 
day than on Monday. 

The Boston & Albany statement re- 
ported a general improvement in condi- 
tions and asserted that full fortes of 
maintenance of way workers were on 
duty at important centres. 

Charles H. Downey, general traveling 
representative of the United Brotherhood 
of Maintenance of Way Employes, was 
notified by telegram today of the with- 
holding of the strike order for members 
of this organization. 

‘“'We arg having trouble keeping our 
men at work,”’ oer said tonight. 
*““It will require a decision of a radical 
nature by the Labor Board to keep them 
from jumping over the traces and leav- 
ing their jobs.”’ 

Maintenance of way workers of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road met tonight to consider the situa- 
tion. The meeting was also open to 
employes of the Boston & Maine and 
Boston & Albany.

HARTFORD, Conn., July 5.—A_ meet- 
ing has been arranged here for Thurs-

STRIKE OF CLERKS UNLIKELY.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, July 5.—It was 
announced at the headquarters of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Clerks, freight 
handlers, express and station employes 
here today that returns were being re- 
ceived on the strike vote on each rail- 
road, but that the results will not be 
made public at this time. It was stated, 


however, that no strike had been sanc- 
tioned on any road by. Grand Presiden 
E. Fitzgerald. e has delegate 
Vice Grand President Richard P. Dee 
of New Orleans to investigate a report- 
ed strike on the Norfolk & Western Rail- 
road, and has sent Vice Grand Presi- 
dent J. H. Sylvester of Spokane, Wash., 
to join Vice Grand President H. F, Bald- 
win of Benton Harbor, Mich., at Chi- 
cago to represent the brotherhood in 
conferences there. Grand President 
Fitzgerald was to leave tonight for Chi- 
cago to appear before the Labor Board 
tomorrow night in regard to wage dis- 
putes with railroads that were not in- 
cane in previous decisions of the 
oard. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, July 5.—Between 
75 and 100 clerks at the local, Norfolk & 
Western Railroad offices walked out to- 
day, according to their leaders. 

Included in the number reported to 
have walked out were several freight 
handlers. Union leaders said that the 
organization here had responded 100 per 
cent. to the strike call. 

Norfolk & Western Railroad officials 
issued a statement, saying that ‘‘ so far 
as the company is concerned, we have 
not noticed the strike. We have lost 
but ten men from the shifts that have 
reported since the strike was called. We 
are experiencing no trouble in takin 
care of our business and are open an 
ready to accept all frelght consigned to 
this railroad.’’ 

The clerks are striking as a result of 
wage reductions and withdrawal of va- 
cation and sick leave permits, they say. 


MAY TIE UP POWER PLANTS. 


Workers’ Strike Vote to Be Counted 
Next Tuesday. 


Special to The New York Times. 
PITTSBURGH, Pa., July 5.—A new 
strike threat loomed up here today when 


officials of local unions of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Stationary Fire- 
men, Oilers and Helpers, representing 
the power plant employes of the Trail- 
roads, received notices of a meeting to 
be held in Chicago next Tuesday to take 
final action on a nationwide strike vote. 

There are about 50,000 stationary fire- 
men and oilers, distinct from the oper- 
ating firemen on the locomotives, em- 
ployed in power plants which the various 
railroads operate to light and heat ter- 
minals and offices and furnish power for 
other purposes. 

The power house strike may develop a 
week from today. A meeting of District 
Chairmen from different parts of the 
country, under the notice received here 
today, is called for 10 o'clock next Tues- 
day morning to canvass the vote of the 
mémbership, which is declared to have 
been overwhelmingly in favor of a strike, 
and make final plane for the walkout 
which is expected to go into effect au- 
tomatically without further word from 
the union officials. 

Instructions from the Chiefs of the 
Big Four Brotherhoods: The train ser- 
vice men, to members regarding their 
conduct toward the railroads and the 
strikers, still advise neutrality, but in 
every instance the admonition is given 
that ‘‘ nothing shall be done that will 
harm the strikers’ cause or aid the rail- 
roads.’ 

Few instances have been reported in 
this district so far of railroad officials 
attempting to force the train service 
men to do work that does not come 
within their line of duty. In the few 
eases that have occurred, according to 
the Brotherhood Chiefs, the railroad of- 
ficials did not insist on compliance with 
their orders when the trainmen refused 
to obey. 


FORT WAYNE, Ind., July 5.—The 
regional wage conference between the 
vommittee representing the shopmen and 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, which was 
to have been resumed here today, was 
postnenss indefinitely by an agreement 
etween the employes and the road man- 
agers. Members of the committee stated 
today that no further meetings would 
be held until after the shopmen’s strike 
is ended and that the ninety-six mem- 
bers of the committee will remain at 
their posts throughout this region. 


USE NEGROES AS CLEANERS. 


B. & O. Imports Them at Parkers- 
burg—Inquiry at Cleveland. 


PARKERSBURG, W. Va., July 5.— 
About fifty negroes have arrived here 


from Eastern and Southern points and 
will be employed as car cleaners in 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad shops, 
it is announced. The negroes are lo- 
cated at the High yard shops, their 
camp being surrounded by guards. 
Leaders of the shopmen’s union here 
said they knew the men had been 
brought in, but declined to comment 
regarding their importation. 

Reports from the Baltimore & Ohio 
at Fairmont were that none of the 
men who struck on Saturday returned 
to work. It was said that several large 
coal hauling engines in the Grafton 
district were out of order. The Balti- 
more & Ohjo advertised at Clarksburg 
for mechanios, helpers, car repairers 
and inspectors to replace strikers. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, July 5.—Investi- 
gation of charges that employment 
encies are hiring men to take the 
place of striking railroad shopmen 
without telling them of the _ labor 
trouble, was begun here today by W. 
J. Biebsheimer, Federal Director of 
Labor for Ohio. 

“Tf I find the charges are substanti- 
ated the offenders will be prosecuted 
under a section of the general code 
which rovides a maximum fine of 
$500," Biebsheimer said. <A few strik- 
ing shopmen returned to work today 
and a small number of mechanics were 
hired to take strikers’ places, officers 
of the soveral railroads entering Cleve- 
land said today. Leaders of the strik- 
ing shop craft men said their members 
are standing firm. 


LIVE WIRE KILLS RECRUIT. 


First Day With New Haven Road 
Brings Death. 


Death ended yesterday the first day at 
work of Herman Tepper in the Van Nest 
shops of the New Haven Railroad in the 


Bronx. While oiling an electric crane, 
Tepper accidentally touched ths _ live 
wires overhead. He was thrown thirty 
feet from the platform to the floor and 
received injuries from which he died on 
the way to Fordham Hospital. 

Tepper formerly kept a store in Phil- 
adelphia. ‘ About eight months ago his 
wife and baby came to. live with rela- 
tives at 82 Parkville Avenue, Brooklyn. 
Tepper sold his store and joined his 
family here. It had been his. intention, 
it was said. by his relatives, to open an- 
other store. When he left the house on 
Tuesday it was thought that he was 
going to Atlantic City. His wife, it was 
said, did not know he had taken em- 
ployment in the railroad shop until no- 
tidied of the accident. He was 32 years 
old, 


TRENTON SITUATION BETTER. 


Pennsylvania's Men Returning to 
Jobs. 
‘ \ Special to The New York Times. 
TRENTON, N. J., July 5.—According 
to officials of the Trenton division of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company and 


the Trenton shops, the strike situation 
appeared brighter today. There are 
normally 375 members of the six shop 
crafts employed on the Trenton division, 
including the forces maintained at Coal- 
port and the barracks here, at Phillips- 
burg and at South Amboy. Of this num- 
ber 151 went out Saturday, and there 
have been no further defections. A few 
have returned to work, being employed 
as new men, without seniority rights, 
At the Trenton shops, which do not 
come under the jurisditcion of the Tren- 
ton division, there are approximately 
1,000 men employed normally. The offi- 
clals there say that not more than 30 
per cent. walked out and that the ratio 


still holds good, enough men having re- 
turned to their places to offset new 
strikers. 


HAILS ACTION ON PORT. 


Authority Now Fully Recognized, 
Says Outerbridge. 


Approval by Congress and the Presi- 
dent of the plan adopted by New York 
and New Jersey for the development of 
the Port of New York removes every 
possible legal point ‘‘that might be 
raised by captious obstructionists’’ to 
the work of the Port of New York 
Authority, said Eugenius H. Outer- 
bridge, Chairman of the body, in a 
statement last night, 

The action of President Harding and 
Congress, he said, confirmed the Port 
Authority as a State and Federal in- 


strumentality. ‘‘ Its bonds clearly will 
be free from Federal and State taxes,’’ 
he added. ‘‘It insures us the co-opera- 
tion of every Federal agency and will 
ultimately mean the co-operation of 
every municipality.’’ 


STRIKERS SEIZE SHOPS 
OF C. & A. IN MISSOURI 


They Drive Out Non-Union Men at 
Slater and Maintain Posses- 
sion of the Works. 


SLATER, Mo., July 5 {Associated 
Press).—Striking shopmen have seized 
the Chicago & Alton Railroad shops 
here, driven out non-union men brought 
in to work, and are holding the shops. 

Highteen men were ordered from the 
shops today, and yesterday twenty-five 
were ordered out. Union officials said 
the non-union men were placed on trains 
and sent from the town. Other reports 
declared that the non-union men were 
merely taken from the shops and that 
they left town voluntarily. Sheriff John 
Logsdon is on his way here from 
Marshall, Mo., the county seat. 

Alton officials said that three guards 
employed by the railroad at the shops 
had been arrested by local authorities 


and placed in jail, and that their prop- 
erty was without protection of any sort. 


CHICAGO, July 5.—Chicago & Alton 
officials today said their reports from 
Slater, Mo., were that all the non-union 
men who had left the shops there left 
peacefully and that there was no vio 
lence. About forty men were employed 
to take the places of the strikers. These 
men were persuaded to leave the shops, 
but went away peacefully, reports to 
Chicago said. The shops normally em- 
ploy about 100 men. Only the officials 
and foremen are left on the job. 


JEWELL’S WIFE DROPS SUIT. 


Ends Separation Proceedings After 
Reconciliation With Strike Leader. 
Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, July 5.—Rumors of an im- 
pending legal separation between Bert 
M. Jewell, President of the Railway 
Employes’ Department of the American 
Federation of Labor and leader of 300,- 
000 shopmen now on strike, and Mrs. 
Annabclle Jewell, were dispelled today 
when it was learned that steps were 
being taken to dismiss her suit for 

separate maintenance. 

Attorney Hugh Kearns, counsel for 
Mrs. Jewell, confirmed the report that 
a reconciliation between the couple had 
been effected in his office several weeks 
after the filing of Mrs. Jewell‘s bill. 

The couple were married in Washing- 
ton, D. C., on Nov. 26, 1919, and, accord- 
ing to the bill, the labor leader on Oct. 


80, 1921, declared his intention of leav- 
ing Mrs. Jewell and refused to con- 
tribute to her support. Convalescing 
from a serious operation, Mrs. Jewell 
sought a court order to force Jewell to 


aid her. 
Jewell, who {fs said to receive $650 


montitly from the Federation of Labor, 
immediately after Mrs. Jewell’s petition 
for temporary alimony was filed, sought 
a conference with his wife. The meet- 
ing in Attorney Kearns’s office with 
the resultant reconciliation followed. 


CHICAGO FACES CAR STRIKE. 


Company Refuses Men’s Demand for 
Renewal of Agreement. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, July 5.—With the refusal 
of the employes of the Chicago surface 
lines to accept a 25 per cent. reduction 
in wages, Chicago faces the probability 
of a strike next week. A strike voté 
will be polled on Monday, as Henry A. 
Blair, President of the Chicago Surface 
Lines, declined today to consider the 
resolution of the men demanding a re- 
newal of last year’s wage agreement, 
calling for a wage of 80 cents an hour, 
the highest paid in America for street 
car service. 

William Quinlan, President of the 
union and head of the committee con- 
ducting negotiations with the company 
officials, replied that he had nothing 
else to offer. 

The question on the ballot will be 
merely whether the men are in favor 
of a strike against the proposal by the 


company for a wage reduction of 20 
cents an hour. The date of the walk- 
out and other questions will be left to 
the Executive Committee of the union. 


PICKETING BY TELEPHONE. 


Kansas Governor Hears of Threats 
to Non-Strikers. 


TOPEKA, Kan., July 5.—A new angle 
in strike picketing, ‘‘ telephone picket 
ing,’”’ has come to Governor Allen in 
several reports that shopmen who had 
not gone out, or members of their faml- 


lies, had been called over the telephone. 
followed by argument, persuasion and 
regret that something ‘‘ unpleasant ”’ 
was bound to happen if ‘‘ scabbing” 
didn’t cease, the Governor said today. 


GARMENT WORKERS ACCEPT. 


Continuance of Present Wage Agree- 
ment Meets Union’s Approval. 


With but one dissenting vote the In- 
ternational Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
Union, at a mass meeting last night at 
the union’s hall, 8 West Sixteenth

STRIKE CRISIS PAST, 
RAIL MANAGERS SAY 


While Executives Announce 
Breaking,” Union Leaders 
Predict Final Victory. 


ROADS OFFER OLD JOBS 


Men With Good Records to Be Re: 
Instated——Power Houses Pro- 
vide Ample Current. 


In the face of defections from their 
ranks at various points, the apathy of 
women workers in the Long Island area 
and the failure of a new drive on the 
Long Island power house, the striking 
railroad shopmen yesterday denied as- 
sertions of the railroad managers that 
the strike was ‘“‘ breaking ”’ and that the 
crisis had passed. The central commit- 
tee of the six federated shop craft 
unions minimized desertions and de- 
clared the day’s balance would show 
substantial gains for the strikers. Re- 
turn to work of shopmen at Elizabeth 
was admitted by strike leaders. 

Among the developments of the day 
was a threat to call out traction power 
men, until strike leaders learned that 
the traction employes were not affiliated 
with the railroad shop crafts. Another 
was the sale of food at cost to Central 
Railroad of New Jersey strikers. Still 
a further development was in offers by 
the railroad to reinstate strikers in New 


Jersey and on the Long Island Railroad. 
Both the Long Island and the Pennsy}- 
vania still are using only their own 
power. 

Strikers insisted that 25,000 men were 
now out, but admitted that they had not 
made a canvass. They criticised negro 
recruits, but reports from the railroad 
shops were to the effect that many of 
these were skilled mechanics. Clerks 
and freight handlers declared that they 
contemplated no sympathetic strike. 


Rall Managers Confident. 


Railroad managers declared the shops 
were manned by crews of 10 to 25 per 
cent. of normal strength. General Man- 
ager Charles Stein of the Jersey Central 
said: 

‘* Conditions on the Jersey Central are 
very much improved. The men have 
been returning to work slowly all day 
until now we number about 1,000 shop- 
men on our payroll compared to the 
usual 4,500. Not one of our three prin- 
cipal shops were shut down completely, 
The 1,000 men with us now consist of 
old men and others who took the places 
of the strikers. We are not worrying. 
All trains are running on schedule 
time.,”’ 

A trifle more than 25 per cent. of the 
norinal number of shopmen were at 
work on thirteen of the Eastern rail- 
roads, according to telegraphic reports 
received by the Bureau or information 
of the Eastern Railroads. Telegrams of 
reassurance to railway officials poured 
into the office of John A. Walber, head 
of the Bureau of Intormation. 

In a statement issued by the Long Is- 
land Railroad it was declared that the 
situation caused by the attempt of the 
strikers to take out the men at the Lon 
Island City power house had been me 
and that there was no lack of power. 


Report Men Returning. 


“On the Long Island Railroad Tues- 
day night and this morning the trains 
coming into the Pennsylvania Station 
and into Long Island City were from 
three to five minutes late. On the Penn- 
sylvania lines it has just been found 
that on July 4 the largest number of 
trains left the Pennsylvania Station in 


the history of the station. There was a 
total of 900 trains in twenty-four hours, 
totaling 6,500 cars. Today was extra 
heavy because many remained over on 
account of the rain.”’ 

At the Pennsylvania Railroad offices 
{t was said by an official that the men 
were returning to work, but no estimate 
of the number could be furnished. New 
men were being hired, it was announced. 

‘“* Improving every hour,’ said an exec- 
utive at the offices of the New Haven 
Road. ‘*On Monday 472 of the 
shift of 2,500 that walked out on Satur- 
day returned to work, and we are get- 
ting as many back today. Freight and 
passenger schedules are being fully main- 
tained. Jewell made a terrific blunder. 
If he had called a strike against the 
railroads it would have been one thing, 
but to call it against the Government is 
another thing. He is as good as gone,”’ 

Later in the day it was ‘said. at the 
New Haven offices’ that there had been 
an increase of 653 shopmen reporting 
on the 8 o'clock shift over the number 
who reported Tuesday morning, making 
a total of 1,125 men at work of the 
6,000 men In the three shifts that quit 
work Saturday. 

At the three principal shops of the 
New Haven system, at Van Nest, New 
Haven and Readville, Mass., according 
to officials, enowgm men from the re- 
tired lists have voluntarily lived up to 
the recall agreement to provide a re- 
serve of great strength. 


Trains Run on Schedule. 


‘Trains today are running on sched- 
ule and will continue to run on sched- 
ule,”” sald E. M. Rine, Vice President 
and general manager of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western. He said his 
company had made arrangements to 
have access to the Schenectady works 
of the American Locomotive Company 
for any serious ‘‘ bad-order’’ cases af- 
fecting locomotives. 

At the New Jersey terminals the 455 
shopmen who remained at their posts 
Saturday and Monday were again on 
hand yesterday, said Mr. Rine, adding 
that 250 new machinists had been em- 
ployed and sent to the various shops 
on the system. Mr. Rine gppeared un- 
concerned over the situatiOn, and said 
that there was no meeting of the Gen- 
eral Managers’ Committee, of which he 
is Chairman, in prospect, because there 
was no need of a meeting. 

Mr. Rine and H. B. Voorhees, general 
manager of the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road, charged that strike leaders were 
intimidating workers and their families. 
They called for aid from city officials 
of towns on the roads leading out of 
New York. 

Mr. Voorhees, speaking: for the B. & 
O., said that the road had passed “ the 
test of strength’ at 8 o’clock yesterday 
morning. <A drift back to work by the 
striking shopmen was reported at the 
offices of the New York Central in the 
Grand Central Terminal. 

Some of the car inspectors and air- 
brake men whose desertion caused train 
delays at the Grand Central Station on 
Saturday returned to work: yesterday. 
It was reported that many of the strik- 
ers were returnin as new men and 
that former railroad men who have been 
inactive since the war were returning 
to their former occupation. 
Beginning today, several of the Eastern 
roads will revoke the pass privilege of 
union officials; it was reeported. This 
means that thé union officers will have 
to draw on their organizations’ funds 
for traveling expenses. 


Strikers Plan ‘‘ Waiting Game.” 


The Strike Committee in a statement 
said the rolling stock of the railroads 
was in good condition and that the 
public should not ‘ get the idea that 
the striking shopmen ever expected to 
tie-up traffic on the railroads im- 


mediately after they went on strike,’’ 
The hiring of ‘‘inefficlent and abso- 
lutely incapable mechanics and com- 
mon laborers to fill the places of the 
strikers, it was stated, however, would 
“soon bé evident in the condition of 
the rolling stock of these roads.’’ 
Union leaders said they were not con- 
cerned with any settlement the main- 
tenance of way men might receive and 
their failure to join the walkout would 
have no effect on the shopmen's strike.

New efforts were beIng made by strike 
leaders throughout the day to bring ovt 
in sympathy with the) shopmen the 
clerks, stationary firemen and ollera, 
freight handlers, maintenance of way men 
and all other classes of railroad work- 
ers. It was estimated by union officials 
that more than 3,000 workers not affili- 
ated with the shopmen’s local unions 
had quit their jobs, and that hundreds 
of others were going to walk out within 
the next few days. : 


To Organize Strikers’ Wives. 


Union leaders announced that they 
were prepared for a long struggie and 
would begin to organize the wives and 
sympathizers of the strikers in ihis dis- 
trict into an auxiliary organization. 
They are also awaiting word from the 
international headquarters in Chicago as 
to the opening of commissaries and the 
establishment of other relief. 

The railroads failed today in their 
efforts to entice the shopmsan back to 
work after the holigay vacation and our 
strike is holding 100 per cent in the New 
York district,” 3.

They 
know who is working and who is not 
working. 

‘The maintenance of way men, 
clerks, freight handlers, stationary fire- 
men and ollers have quit on the Erie 
and the Long Island Railroad. We have 
1,800 men out at Trenton today, and a 
large number of clerks and laborers. 


New Defections Reported. 


‘* We don’t know of more than twenty- 
five or fifty men returning to work in 
the entire district today, while we brave 
records of more than 600 shopmen quit- 
ting. Seventy-five of the 100 men in 
the Lackawanna shops at Hoboken quit 
today, as did sixty-five more carmen at 
Trenton. Our reports also show that 
1,900 shopmen are out at New Haven.” 


Practically all of the shopmen’s unions 
are in good financial condition for a 
prolonged fight, union leaders said. 
They were ready to strike In July, 1921, 
but decided to postpone the walkout 
until this year, in order that they could 
further reinforce their ‘“ war chests.” 

Officials of the United Brotherhood of 
Railway and Steamship Clerks, Freight 
Handlers, Bxpress and Station Em- 

loyes in a statement last night said 
hat the strike vote now being taken on 
the New York Central Lines would not 
be returnable before July 15, and no 
svmrathetic strike with the shopmen at 
this time was contemplated. hey de- 
nied that any clerks in this district had 
joined the shopmen’s walkout. 

Members of the strike committee ad- 
mitted that no complete canvass of the 
men on strike in this district had been 
made, but said that they would have 
tabulated figures available tomorrow. 
David Williams, secretary of the com- 
mittee, said it had been difficult to 
organize the strike, as this was the 
first walkout of its kind here. 


Ridicule Roads’ Recruits. 

Employment of new men was ridiculed 
by the union leaders, who said that a 
large number of recrults were negroes 
who could only be used as coal passers 
or car cleaners. They said that few 
mechanics had responded to the appeals 
of the railroads for help. 

Canvass of the various agencies hir- 
ing recruits in the city showed a falling 


off of applicants for jobs. Fewer than 
300 mechanics and laborers were hired 
at the agency in East ~Fifty-eighth 
Street, it was said, and only 200 or 300 
were received at the New York Central 
agency in West Sixteenth Street. 

Union leaders were or the job éarly 
yesterday, leaving the central headquar- 
ters shortly after daylight to direct the 
placing of pickets, of which more than 
5,000 were scattered throughout the dis- 
trict when the railroads blew their whis- 
tles for work. Field meetings aiso were 
held at Staten Island, Hoboken, Kings- 
land, Elizabeth, Jersey City, Trenton, 
Long Island City and ‘at two points in 
Manhattan. 

The first gain reported to union head- 
quarters was the addition of more than 
fourteen machinists, from the marine 
shop of the New York Central and West 
Shore lines at Weehawken. When those 
men walked out, only two machinists 
and two helpers were left to care for 
ferry boats at this point. 

Small groups of strikers gathered at 
the Mott Haven yard of the New York 
Central Railroad and at the Oak Point, 
Van Nest and Harlem River yards of 
the New Haven system. No attempt was 
made to interfers with the few work- 
men who appeared. At the west side 
yards of the New York Central sixty ad- 
ditional special patrolmen of the rail- 
road were on hand along the tracks on

Strikers Return in Jersey. 
At New Jersey points, where crowds 


of union pickets hovered around the rail- | 


road yards and shops, the first of the 
striking shopmen were reported to be re- 
turning to work. Contractors who oper- 
ate a large number of the Erie shops, it 
was reported, have taken on about 500 
new men. At the Erie machine shops at 
the foot of Eleventh Street, Jersey City, 
the plant was said to be going in a 


‘* fairly satisfactory '’ manner. 

At a meeting of the Erie shopmen at 
Hawkes's Hall, Erie and Thirteenth 
Streets, it was reported that the number 
of Erie employes on strike in Jersey City 
and vicinity was 2,500. The strikers in 
a statement said ‘‘ we are going to run 
this strike On an absolutely peaceful 
basis.’’ 

At the Secaucus shops of the Erle ad- 
ditional negroes were put to work, and 
the force at the Croxton yards was re- 
inforced. The repair forces at the EBlev- 
enth Street repair yards and roundhouse, 
it was said, was large enough to take 
care of the situation. ; 

Strikers of the Centrfil Railroad of 
New Jersey and the Lehigh Valley 
loubled their peomes lines, and held a 
big mass meeting at headquarters, 402 
Pacific Avenue. About seven hundred 
strikers were registered during the day. 

Ten women car cleaners employed by 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey 
clashed yesterday on the strike. Four 
joined the strike. Six remained loyal 
to the company. ; 

Notice was received at strike head- 
quarters in Elizabeth that the Jerge 
Central would reinstate all men wit 
good records who returned to work be- 
fore Monday next.

The only break of conse- 
quence admitted by the shopmen was 
reported from Elizabeth, where Charles 
McIntosh, leader of the strikers, asserted 
that twenty-seven men returned to work.

THE HAGUE, July 5.—The Russians 
will play their trump card tomorrow 
when they place before The Hague con- 
ference a list of concéssions with which 
they count on meeting their debts and 
buying credits. These concessions list 
the natural riches of Russia and furnish 
@n opportunity to fill the needs of the 
daily life of the people. 

The Soviets offer the opportunity to 
foreigners to go into partnership with 
the Moscow Government on a 650 per 
cent. basis, the outsiders putting up the 
money and work and Moscow the good- 
will. For this chance the Soviets want 
e settlement of private property claims 
of some. $4,000,000,000, -an arrangement 
for the pre-war debts of some $8,000,- 
000,000 and credits for the next three 
years of $1,600,000,000. A chance to out- 
@iders to do what the Bolsheviki have 
mot been able to do, with split profits, 
is all the Soviet delegates have to offer. 

Any attractiveness their offers might 
have had have been greatly lessened by 
the sorry exposition of the fiscal situa- 
tion yesterday. Débacle is the only 
word to describe the situation admitted. 
A further study of the figures supplied 
by the Finance Ministry of Moscow 
show that since the opening of the 
Genoa conference when M. Tchitcherin 
boasted that the Russians were begin- 
ning to put their house in order the cir- 
culation of paper money has more than 
doubled.

tion, 85,000,000,000,000 were issued in

Soviet Officials Also Give Glowing 
Reports of Crop Prospects. 


.MOSCOW, July 5 (Associated Press). 
=—The Soviet Government's first internal 
foan is a success, according to the Rus- 
g@ian mewspapers, the 10,000,000-pood 
bread loan having already been sub- 
@cribed. Although exact figures in the 
provinces are lacking, it appears that} 
the peasants have directly subscribed 
4,000,000 poods, the workers 3,000,000 
and State institutions 3,000,000. 

Russia’s 122 grain crops, according to 
present estimates, will reach a mini- 
mum of 3,500,000,000 poods (63,000,000 
tens), or 1,000,000,000 poods more than 
those of last year, acting Premier 
Kameneff told the correspondent today. 
However, some foreign relief, in the 
form of child feeding, aid to invalids 
and assistance in the rehabilitation of 
peasants stricken by the famine, is still 
mecessary. 

Asked if the American Relief Ad- 
ministration would be welcome in Rus- 
gia after the harvest, M. Kameneff re- 
plied that the Government had already 
signed an agreement with the relief 
organization to continue its work until 
next January. 

Brom practically all sections of Rus- 
sia, except the north, reports are pour- 
ing into Moscow showing that the grain 
is flourishing in ideal weather beyond 
the fondest hopes of early Spring. If 


the yield is as large as expected, it 
probably will be Russia’s greatest crop 
since the war. 

M. Yakovenko, Commissar for Agri- 
culture, who recently returned from 
Siberia, says the crops there give ex- 
cellent promise, although the sowing 
area was 40 per cent. short of expecta- 


tions.

Little Entente Governments Draft 


Note to Be Sent to League 
of Nations. 


BELGRADE, July 5.—The Jugo- 
slavian, Rumanian and Greek Govern- 
ments are drafting a note to be sent to 
the Council of the League of Nations, 
in which protective measures, “ external 
as well as internal,” which the Govern- 
ments intend taking against incursions 
of Bulgarian bands into their territory 
are enumerated, and a request made for 
approval. 4 

Jugoslavian Minister Rakitch arrived 
here today from Sofia and conferred 
with Minister of Foreign Affairs Mint- 
nitch, who is making an exhaustive in- 
vestigaton into the “alleged official 
participation of Bulgaria in the organ- 
ization and dispatching of bands into 
Southern Serbia.” 

The pian of action, which is being 
prepared for ratification by the Council 
of Ministers and subsequent approval by 
Rumania and Greece, has been kept 
secret, but it is reported that it pro- 
vides for pursuit and arrest of bands 
now in Serbian territory and their 
dispersal by force if necessary. The 
Jugoslavian Government is reliably. in- 
formed that such bands are being as- 
sembled on Bulgarian territory along 
the frontier. 

‘“‘“The Serbs and the Greeks are seek- 
ing an excuse to occupy Bulgaria,’’ said 
General Savraoff, the Bulgarian Min- 
ister in Belgrade, in discussing reports 
that Bulgaria was officially «connected 
with irregular bands operating on the 
frontier. 

‘The Serbs and the Greeks are hang- 
ing hundreds of Bulgarians who have 
the misfortune to belong to the old 
Bulgar territory assigned to the Greeks 
and Serbs by the Treaty of Neuilly,’’

‘“We are trying to gain time until 
the League of Nations passes on the 
question of the protection of minori- 
ties, which will be about the end of 
July. At the present time there are 
thousands of Greek and Serbian soldiers 
on our frontiers, threatening to cross 


over, while we have no army to defend |

But we are anxious for peace in order |

‘“The Serbs and Greeks will not 
acknowledge that there are 300.000 dis- 
satisfied Bulgars in their territory who 
have become bandits because _ their 
homes have been lost.’’

PEASANTS HOLD KEY 
TO SOVIET POLICY 


Their Prosperity Is Now Likely 
to Be Made a Para- 
mount Object. 


MEANS. GENERAL REVIVAL

MOSCOW, July 4.—It is growing 
clear that the internal policy of Russia 
is tending more and more go be based 
on the peasantry. 

The decline in Russian industry has 
brought home to Soviet rulers, who are 
almost all closely connected with the 
industrial element, the realization that 
Russia is primarily an agricultural 
country and that if the peasants are 
prosperous the prosperity of the rest 
of the community is bound tos€ollow. 

Two or three bountiful harvests would 
start a trickle of demand from every 
village in Russia that would become 
a@ great river of need for manufactured 
goods by the time it reached Moscow 
and other centres. 

The immediate problem 
| First, how to regulate industry until 
| that demarid has come, and, second, 
how to be prepared to meet it. 

At present the Russian industries are 
working only fitfully and at a loss, 
owing both to the lack of this demand 
and the high price of materials, which 
ix, turn is due to the lack of demand 
on them. The result is dissatisfaction 
among the workers, who complain that 
their short time does not permit them 
to share the reviving prosperity so evi- 
;dent in comparison with Winter or last 
Summer in Moscow and other cities. 

Foreign credits would kill both birds 

at the same stroke by providing oppor- 
tunity for labor and preparing goods for 
the coming demand, 
will come to a certain degree, for the 
|crop prospects are excellent considering 
lthe reduced area sown in consequence 
| of the famine. 
Later, say those who know Russia, it 
| will be-large, for they point out that

the peasants hate the Soviet Govern- 
ment, and would be glad to see it fall. 

To begin 
with, the last thing they want is a 
renewal of turmoil or fighting of any 
kind. Second, they are utterly weary of 


politics and“ want to be left to cultivate 
the land undisturbed. Third, they are 
aware that after seven lean years there 
is hope of better times ahead. 

‘When the tooth stops aching it is 
better for the poor man than a gold 
piece,”’ is a proverb ‘a peasant quoted 
to THm NEw YORK TIMBS correspondent 
the other day. Another saying which 
illustrates the present situation is, 
‘Fleas never grow fat on a dog that 
is always scratching.’’ 

One gets a strong impression that the 
Soviet hostility to the Church, which ip 
being cited abroad as a reason why 
devout peasants should revolt, has not 
affected them to anything like such an 
extent. The peasant is a highly super- 
stitious creature, but the vast number 
of mocking anecdotes about the Greek 
clergy show that in Russia, as in the 
Europe of Boccaccio or Rabelais, much 
of the apparent devoutness is due to 
habit or compulsion. 

Just so as one hears about the devo- 
tion of peasants to the Czar, sometimes 
one hears them grumble, ‘ things were 
better in the time of Nicolai Romanoff.” 

But if one asks, do they want him 
and the landlords back again, they burst 
Into a negative. 

A factor of great importance in the 
peasant situation is the influence of 
the returned prisoners from Germany, 
who cannot number less than a million, 
and may be as many as 3,000,000. One 
such established in the neighborhood of 
Moscow said that he returned in 1919 
penniless. Now he has three acres of 
good land, two cows, and a horse. He 
reckoned that he would get enough 
crop this season, after paying his taxes 
and retaining sufficient for himself, 
family and cattle, to buy an American 
plow. Then he would bring two bro- 
thers from the country and they would 
farm ten acres together. 

He said that he learned in Germany 
how to farm, which hé thought Kussians 
didn’t know. 

He had found that good implements 
paid the best. He had learned about fer- 
tilization, and could now read and write. 

Such success will speedily bring imita- 
tion, especially as the Red Army 
through which the young peasants pass 
is abolishing illiteracy at a rapid rate. 

In conclusion, the peasants cannot re- 
volt if they wish, for the Communist 
organization is much too strong. ' But 
it is the general opinion among foreign 
investigators, and even the non-commu- 
nist Russians, that they do not want to.

The Swedish member declared that the

Years Is in Soldiers’ Hands, 
He Tells Ohio Posts.’ 


HE BELIEVES IT SECURE 


President Reviews Centennial Pa- 


rade, Writes Editorial on Suc- 
cess and Plays Golf.

MARION, Ohio, July 5.—The American 
Legion holds the destiny of the country 
for the next fifty years, President Hard- 
ing said in an impromptu address at a 
reunion of Ohio posts here this after- 
noon. 

It was‘after a historical and military 


parade, in which 4,000 Marion people, in 
costume and on floats, representing epi- 


sodes of the town’s 100 years of exist- 
ence, that President and Mrs. Harding 
paid a surprise visit to the Legion re- 
union at the county fair groends. The 
ex-soldiera gave the President and Gen- 
eral Pershing a wild doughboy yell when 
they appeared on the platform, while 

rig. Gen. John R. McQuigge, known 
to Ohio troops in France as ‘“ Go-Get- 
’"Em”’ McQuigge, was speaking. 

“You have rather taken me off my 
feet,’’ said Mr. Harding in his address. 
“I only came as a spectator, hoping 
that my presence would convey to you 
my very cordial greetings. I am not 
going to complain about it. There is 
nv complaint in my heart. I feel that I 
have come uninvited, because somehow 
or other you don’t invite the President 
to_all the features of your program, and 
I just trailed in with your Commander 
in Chief because I wanted to have the 
pleasure of looking into your faces. 

‘* So ace as the American Legion is 
consecrated to the preservation of the 
Constitution and the maintenance of law 
and order in this Republic the United 
States of America is everlastingly secure. 

‘““Have you ever stopped to think, 
a men, of the wonderful part the 
Grand Army of the Repubiic has played 
in fifty years of American progress? 
The veterans of the Civil War, once they 
organized, entered into the social, the 
potitical, the business, the moral life of 
this great Republic. 

*“*So, men, you are charged with a 
greater responsibility now than you were 
charged with on the battlefront in 
France, because in your hands is the 
destiny of the next half century of the 
United States of America, and I have 
no hesitancy in saying to you I think it 
is in good hands, because if you will 
serve with conscience and your capacity, 
and with the same devotion and conse- 
cration with which you defended the flag 
in France, I know this will be a con- 
structive and forward contribution to 
the good and the welfare of our United 
States of America.’’ 

General Pershing spoke briefly and 
was followed by Hanford MacNider, 
National Commander of the American 
Legion. 

The President and Mrs. Harding en- 
joyed themselves hugely on the review- 
ing stand, when the centennial proces- 
sion passed with its tableaux, posed by 
fraternal organizations, people garbed as 
Indians, pioneers, soldiers of the Mexi- 
can War, and Civil War veterans in 
their war-time uniforms. In almost 
every section of the parade there were 
people who were recognized and got a 
little wave of greeting from the Presi- 
dent and his wife. 

The President played nine holes of golf 
this morning at the new Marion Coun- 
try Club with General Pershing and 
General Dawes and Orlie Rapp of 
Marion. Then with Mrs. Harding he 
tcok luncheon with C. B. Kling, Mrs.

Writes Editorial on Success. 


An article by Mr. Harding, the first 
since he was inaugurated President, ap- 
peared on the editorial page of The 
Daily Star today. It was written by 
Mr. Harding this morning when he 
dropped in at his newspaper office. 
Headed ‘‘ The Essentials of Success,’’ it 
reads:

LONDON, July 5.—A signal compli- 
ment was paid to Chief Justice William 
Howard Taft tonight when he was the 
guest at dinner of the bench and bar 
of England at the famous Middle Temple 
Hall. The Lord Chancellor, Lord Birk- 
enhead, presided. The gathering in- 
cluded: the leading legal figures of the 
country as well as Ambassador, Harvey, 
while in the gallery looking down on 
what was a picturesque scene were 
Lady Birkenhead, Mrs. Taft, Mrs. Har- 
vey and other women. 

The Lord Chancellor in proposing the 
toast of ‘' Taft,”” said there was only 
one occasion on which a similar compli- 
ment had been paid to an American 
lawyer. 

Ex-President Taft in reply said that 
from his earliest boyhood he had ven- 
erated the British bench and the British 
bar, but never in his wildest imagination 
as a boy had he realized that he would 
stand in their presence and receive from 
the great English bench and the great 
English bar such a welcome. 

‘* British justice,’’ he continued, “‘ has 
done much in the civilization of the 
world. I know how much Great Britain 
has contributed to the civilization of the 
world and the uplifting of the backward 
people of the world. Her spirit of jus- 
tice has made her the greatest colonial 
empire in the world and her Judges have 
proved they can administer justice with- 
out any regard to Government or gov- 
ernmental policy or to persons or con- 
sequences,”’ 


LONDON, July 5.—Mr. Taft will sail 
on Saturday for Montreal from Liver- 
pool on the Canopic. Tomorrow he will 
motor to Cambridge, where he will re- 
ceive the degree of Doctor of Laws and 
be guest of honor at a banquet given by 
the faculty of Trinity College. He will 
remain over night at Cambridge and 
continue by motor to Aberdeen to receive 
a similar degree from Aberdeen Univer- 
sity. He will take a train on Friday 
night for Liverpool. 

Chief Justice and Mrs. Taft were en- 
tertained at luncheon today by Prime 
Minister Lloyd George, with whom the 
Chief Justice remained more than two 
hours. 


DELAY ASIA MINOR INQUIRY. 


Powers Consider Modifications to 
Proposal Made by Britain. 


LONDON, July 5 (Associated Press). 
The French, Italian and United States 
Governments have accepted in principle 
the proposals of the British Government 
in regard to the inquiry into the alleged 
atrocities in Asia Minor, but. certain 
modifications suggested are under con- 
sideration, said Cecil Harmsworth, Un- 
der Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
answering a questioner in the House of 
Commons today with regard to the po- 


sition of the proposal to send repre- 
sentatives of the great powers for such 
an inquiry. 

Pending a decision on the suggestions, 
he added, no formal notification of the 
proposal to send this commission had 
been conveyed either to the Turkish Na- 
tionalist Assembly at Angora or to the 
Greek Government. 

It was understood, however, the Secre- 
tary stated, that the Greek Government 
had agreed to the dispatch of a com- 
mission to the territory occupied by 
Greece. He regretted the delay in send- 
ing the commission and said the British 
Government would press the other Gov- 
ernments concerning the matter.

NEWNAVYINVENTION 
TELLS OGRAN DEPTHS 


Device of Dr. Hayes Measures 
Time of Sound From Ship to 
Ocean Bed and Back. 


ACTION IS INSTANTANEOUS 


Great Value to Navigation Is Pre- 
dicted by Acting Secretary 
Roosevelt. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 5.—An invention 
of great importance has been contrib- 
uted to the science of the sea through 
the discovery and development by the 
navy of a radio sounding device for 
registering ocean. depths. The new de- 
vice was tried out on a cruise of the de- 
stroyer Stewart from Newport and Gib- 
raltar and proved a complete success, 
registering automatically and instanta- 
neously depths ranging from 2,400 ..to 
28,000 feet. 


Acting Secretary Roosevelt announced 
today the facts of the invention and the 
results of the service test, talking with 
enthusiasm about It. 

Dr. Harvey C. Hayes, physicist of the 
Naval Engineering Station at Annap- 
olis, is the designer of the apparatus, 
and went on the Stewart to test it. me 
has cabled to the department that the 
experiment was a complete success and | 
is now on his way home to give a de- 
tailed report. 


The apparatus is simple in operation 
and measures the time it takes for a 
sound from a ship to reach the bed of 
the ooean and return. Sound from an 
oscillator, installed in the aft part of 
the ship, is projected against the ocean 
bed and rebounds, being received by sen- 
sitive ears in the forward part of the 
ship. The elapsed time is automatically 
measured. 

The sound transmitter develops a high 
frequency vibration in a diaphragm, 


which is in contact with the water. The 
high note carries many miles, while the 
receiver also can detect signals from 
great distances. 

Said Mr. Roosevelt today: 

‘This invention is truly a remarkable 
one. It has taken a long time to chart 
ocean routes and survey the ocean, to 
learn some of its depths. Many of its 
depths have never been determined. 
Even where known depths are shown on 
hydrographic charts, it has been neces- 
sary to heave the lead. Vessels using 
this invention will not have to 
use- the lead. The device auto- 
matically records the depth, in deep 
or shallow water, and does it instanta- 
neously. It will revolutionize sailing and 
navigation, It will enable us easily to 
find the depth of the ocean where it is 
now undetermined. It is altogether 
probable, after ocean depths have been 
better mapped, that the use of this de- 
vice will enable ships to determine their 
positions at sea merely by sounding out 
the ocean depths. 

“* During the cruise of the Stewart to 
Gibraltar exhaustive tests of the sound- 
ing apparatus were carried on. Daily re- | 
ports were made by radio to the Navy| 
Department. The reports show that 
during the whole cruise the apparatus 

orked without apparent error. The ma- 
chine secured correct and rapid sound- 
ings with ease. 

“The Stewart made the cruise in nine | 
days. During that time over nine hun- 
dred soundings were taken at frequen- 
cies, varying between two and twenty 
minutes, 

‘““The destroyer’s movements while 
steaming steadily at fifteen knots were 
not interfered with except for a two 
hours interval. During this period it, 
was shown that successful soundings 
can be taken at intervals of one min- 
ute in the deepest water. 

“The outline of the bottom of the 
sea over the course was minutely re- 
corded between Josephine and Tysburg 
bank. The sea bottom there was found 
to consist of an extensive plateau, bor- 
dered by mountain and tablelands, some 
of which rose 4,000 feet above the plain. 
Several deep depressions, none of which 
are shown on charts, were also discov- 
ered. Positive depth data was secured 
in the vicinity of the Azores Islands 
where charts show only negative data. 

‘It is believed the outline of the trade 
routes should give any number of such 
landmarks for use in finding a ship's 
position. The exploration of all the sea 
floor is possible by the use of this new 
device."’

20 Per Cent. Drop In Enlisted Men 
Fulfills Kato’s Economy Pledge. 


TOKIO, July 5 (Associated Press).—In 
line with Premier Kato’s initial pledge 
of military retrenchment and adminis- 
trative ecenomy, sharp cuts In the army 
program were announced yesterday, a 
day after the approval of a naval 
schedule which lopped off 13,395 tons 
from former plans. Reorganization plans 


providing for a reduction of the army 
by 56,000 enlisted men, a cut of more 
than 20 per cent., were proposed by the 
pede Office and approved by the Cab- 
net. 

Decreases im the number of companies, 
squadrons and batteries in an army 
composed of the same number of divi- 
sions as formerly, but listing 217,000 
men in place of its present strength of 
273,000, will effect a saving, it is esti- 
mated, of 259,000,000 yen in twelve years 
and 23,000,000 yen annually thereafter. 

Heavy artillery corps will be increased 
slightly, as will railway, telagra, h and 
aviation sections. Infantry will be sup- 
plied with a larger number of machine 
guns, with a resultant expenditure of 
ta yen over a thirteen-year pe- 
riod.

WOMAN DIVER OBJECTS 
TO COURT’S ACTION 


Complains to ‘Brooklyn District 
Attorney After Magistrate Or- 
dered Her From Room. 


Mrs. Ida Schnitzer, known also as Ida 
Schnall, champion woman diver and 
all-around athlete, complained to Assis- 
tant District Attorney Ralph E. Hem- 
street of Brooklyn yesterday about the 
treatment she received in the Flatbush 
Police Court on Tuesday when she ap- 
peared ‘to press a complaint against 
Harold Buerman of 740 Decatur Street, 
Brooklyn, whom she charged with im- 
proper conduct while he was seated in 
an automobile in front of her home at 
2320 Avenue M, Brooklyn. 

Mrs. Schnitzer had Buerman arrested 
and was to appear in court at o’clock 
Tuesday morning. When she arrived at 
the court at 8:30 o’clock, according to 
the court attendants, she found that the 


case against Buerman had been dis- 
missed. She wanted the case reopened, 
but Magistrate Reynolds refused. She 
protested and the Magistrate ordered 
her from the courtroom. She lingered, 
| however, still protesting, and the Magis- 
| trate directed that two court attendants 
| eacort her out of the courtroom.

|said yesterday afternoon that he was 


to Quick Treatment by 
Attendants. 


Miss Margaret Buckley, daughter of 
H. V. Buckley, of Kansas City, Mo., 
June 17 said she had poisoned herself 
by thistake in taking three tablets of hi- 
chloride of mercury for aspirin. Yester- 
day afternoon she swallowed five more 
tablets of the poison and then waited 
for death in a balcony seat at the Capi- 
tol Theatre, at Broadway and Fifty- 
first Street. Although this is said to be 
the third time she has been a patient at 
Bellevue Hospital for poison treatment, 
physicians were hopeful last night of 
again saving her life. 

The early afternoon performance had 
started when an usher noticed that Miss 
Buckley appeared to be ill, She‘had 
collapsed when he reached her, but re- 
tained consciousness as he carried her 
to a rest room. There the girl told the 
matron of taking the tablets and of her 
desire to die. If‘she survives it will be 


due to the prompt action of the matron 
and employes in forcing the girl to take 
several-large doses of eggs and milk to 
counteract the effects of the poison. On 
her theatre chair were found two books, 
one of which bore the title ‘* In the Pot- 
ter’s Hands.’’ 

‘* No one is to blame for this. but my- 
self,’’ she told the police and Dr. Bern- 
stein of Flower Hospital, who, trans- 
ferred her to Bellevue. ‘‘I took the 
tablets because I*was unable to live up 
to the high ideals I had formed for the 
guidance of my life.’’ 

According to the brief statement of 
Miss Buckley she had swallowed the 
tablets after a light luncheon in a near- 
by restaurant. 

‘My only friend is Miss Wilson of 1 
West Seventieth Street,’’ she told Po- 
liceman Reicher of the West Forty- 
seventh Street Station. At the address 
in West Seventieth Street it was said 
Miss Wilson was a private secretary to 
a woman living in an apartment there, 
and that both had departed for a Sum- 
mer home without leaving an address. 

Miss Buckley said she lived in an 
apartment at 109 West Ninetieth Street. 
One of the two women who occupy this 
apartment said Miss Buckley had not 
lived there since June 17, and had been 
there only two weeks previously, renting 
a room. 

On the night of June 17 Miss Buckley 
was removed from the Hotel Claridge to 
Bellevue, suffering from mercurial 
poisoning. Two men accompanied her 
in a taxicab, one of whom said he was 
her father, a traveling salesman of Kan- 
sas City. At the Claridge last night 
it was said Mr. Buckley had departed 
several weeks ago. Miss Buckley is 24 
years old. She was discharged from 
Bellevue several days ago. The first 
time she was there her case was diag-

Records of the Prisoners. 


Post Office Inspector Doran last night 
furnished, the following records of the 
three prisoners: 

Gerald Chapman, allas Bryce, alias 


Colwell, believed to be the engineer of 
the mail robbery plot, was first con- 
victed under Tne name of Edward Bryce 
in August, 1902, on a charge of burglary 
and was sent to the House of Refuge. 
On April 10, 1907, he was convicted of 
grand larceny and sentenced to Elmira 
Reformatory. On Sept. 22, 1908, he was 
again convicted of grand larceny and 
sentenced to three and a half years in 
Sing Sing. He wag again arrested upon 
his discharge from prison and, follow- 
ing his conviction ona charge of grand 
larceny, Jan, 19, 1912, was sentenced to 
ten years in Sing Sing. At the expira- 
tion of his term recently he was re- 
leased. 

George Anderson, alias Charles H. 
Heines, was convicted under the latter 
name in Chicago in 1914 on a charge of 
working a confidence game. He was 
sentenced to from one to ten years in 
Joliet Prison. Following his release he 
served several terms in workhouses in 
Milwaukee and Cleveland. In 1917 he 
was convicted of burglary and sen- 
tenced to Auburn Prison for from two 
to two and a half years, 

Charles Lambert, who was chauffeur for 
the other*‘two when they drove around 
in an expensive touring car posing as a 
** Count ’’ and a ‘‘ Dector,"’ was arrest- 
ed on a charge of burglary on May 18, 
1907, and the case was dismissed.

WASHINGTON, July 5.—The move of 
the Administration to recover from the 
Chemical, Foundation, Inc., all alien 
enemy patents to the Foundation ‘‘as 
ization in 1919 from the Alien Property 
Custodian, Francis P. Garvan, was de- 
clared in official circles today to be a 
logical step on the part of the Govern- 
ment to defend suits brought against it 
to recover royalties collected from the 
licensing of those patents. 

It was said that there were more than 
sixty suits already pending against the 
Treasurer of the United States to re- 
cover royalties which have accrued as 
a result of licenses issued by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission under authority 
of the Trading With the Enemy act. 

Alien Property Custodian Thomas W. 
Miller announced today that he would 
make formal demand this week on the 
Chemical Foundation for the return of 
the patents in conformity with Presi- 
dent Herding’s instructions. In -the 
event of a refusal, Mr. Miller said, a 
suit in equity would be filed immediately 
in the Supreme Court of the District of 
Cohumbia. He declined to disclose the 
basis of such suit, or to discuss the 
‘causes which led to the move at this 
time to recover the patents. He denied 
emphatically, however, that politics was 
involved. 

In reply to an inquiry Mr. Miller 
said that he was not prepared to call 
the President's action a part of the 
war frauds prosecution campaign. There 
was a twilight zone, he said, between 
the war frauds and the grounds on 
which the President’s action was based. 

Department of Justice officials also 
decline to disclose what had been de- 
veloped by the investigation referred to 
by Attorney General Daugherty in a 
statement issued on Saturday, coinci- 
dent with the President's letter to Cus- 
todian Miller. Mr. Daugherty said rec- 
ords of the department showed that the 
President had sufficient reasons for his 
instructions to recover the patents.

Some British Lines Competing With 
Our Steamers Using Shorter 
but Dangerous Lines.

WASHINGTON, July 5.—The iceberg 
situation in the North Atlantic continues 
to be such a menace to northernmost 
steamship lanes that the Naval Hydro- 
graphic Office refuses to sanction any 
change from the southerly transatlantic 
routes laid down under the Internationai 
Ice Patrol agreement for use by passen- 
ger liners, 

Daily reports are received by the Hy- 
drographic Office from the coast guard 
steamer Modoc, which is stationed off 
the Grand Banks, and from steamers 
using the Nofth Atlantic. The iceberg 
positions covered by these reports are 
carefully plotted on charts as red tri- 
angles, and these are now thick off the 
Grand Banks and elsewhere north of 
latitude 40 degrees 30 minutes next> 

The route recommended by the Hy - 
graphic Bureau for westbound steamers 
crosses longitude 47 on the line of 40 
degrees 30 minutes north latitude. The 
bureau warns steamers not to use any 
route north of this. Sixty miles south 
of the westbound route is the only one 
recommended for all eastbound passen- 
ger steamers. . This eastbound route 
crosses the 47th degree of longitude on 
the line of 39 degrees 30 minutes north 
latitude. 

Nevertkeless, reports are constantly 
being received that ship captains are 
taking chances and using routes further 
north that are considered unsafe, This 
week a steamship captain running west 
on the 40-30 route, the proper official 
route for westbound steamers, reported 
to the bureau that he encountered four- 
teen steamers proceeding ‘‘ east’’ along 
the 40-30 westbound route.

Testifies He Talked With Ve- 
rotta Out of Sympathy for 
the Family.

, DENIES HE MET KIDNAPPERS 


Hie Employer Gives Corroborative 
Testimony—Prison Chaplain 
a Witness. 


Santo Cusamano took the witness 
stand in his own defense in Judge 
Talley’s part of General Sessions yes- 
terday at his trial on a first degree 
murder indictment accusing him and six 
others of being responsible for the slay- 
ing of five-year-old Giuseppi Verotta 
last Summer. The boy had been kid- 
mapped from in front of his home at 354 
Hast Thirteenth Street. 

Cusamano admitted that he spoke to 
Salvatore Verotta, the boy’s father, a 
few days after Giuseppi had been kid- 
mapped. He explained that he lived 
@cross the street from the Verottas, had 
known them for several years and his 
talk with the father had grown out of 
his sympathy for the Verottas. 

Cusamano swore that he knew nothing 
about the plot which resulted in the kid- 
mapping and was in no way connected 
with the killing of Giuseppi, whose body 
was found in the Hudson River off Pier- 
mont, N. Y. He denied the testimony 
of Roberto Raffaefo, now under death 
sentence, that Cusamano was one of a 
group who instructed Raffaelo to call 
On the Verottas to get $500 in partial 

ayment of a ransom of $2,500 demanded 

y the kidnappers. 

Raffaelo had told the jury that Ar 
tonio Marino, also under death sen 
tence for the killing, and James Rug- 

jeri, Marino’s stepson, awaiting trial 

or the murder, were dmong the men 
who told Cusamano what to say to the 
Verottas when he called for the money. 

6 also swore that Cusamano was pres- 


ent on the following night when he! 


brought John Melchione, also awaiting 
trial on the murder indictment, to the 
alleged conspirators, and that Cusamano 
Participated in the instructions deliv- 
ered to Melchione, which led to the lat- 
ter’s arrest by detectives in the Verotta 
home when Melchione accepted $500 
from the boy’s father. 

Cusamano said he was at work in the 
bakery of John L. Bella at 517 East 
Fourteenth Street on both occasions. 
His employer corroborated his testi- 
mony. 

Frank Birgi, who keeps a fruit stand 
et First Avenue and Thirteenth Street, 


near the Verotta home, told the jury; 
that after the arrest of Cusamano and 


the other four men, Salvatore Verotta 
told him that he was convinced that 
Cusamano had nothing to do with the 


kidnapping of the boy, and that Detec- | 
tive Sergeant Michezel Fiaschetti was re- | 


sponsible for Cusamano being charged 
with participating in the plot.

Verotta from his seat in the rear of the 
court. 

Replying to a question of his counsel 
Joseph S. Rosalsky, Cusamano admitte 
that on the night of his arrest he mad

When it was 
read to the jury Cusamano was alleged 
to have admitted that four days after 
the boy's disappearance he met Verotta, 
and, when the latter told him the kid- 
mappers had demanded $2,500, Cusamano 
told him that ‘* $500 was enough for a 
poor laborer to pay.”’

difference in cost between a twelve- 
inch tree and a tree fifteen to eighteen 
inches is not considerable. The ex- 
pense under the Parsons plan re- 
sults chiefly from the amount of rich 
soil to be used, which should be as 
great, or nearly so, for the smaller 
trees if they are to thrive. The cen- 
tral idea in the plan is that each tree 
shall serve aS a memorial to the giver, 
or to some one named by him, and 
that the whole Mall as reconstituted 
shall be a monument to the fact that 
the citizens of New York are not un- 
mindful of the beauty of their Park, 
or of the comfort, health and enjoy- 
ment it should afford’ to all citizens. 
That the sum of $1,000 each for forty 
trees is not ‘‘ vast ” for this metropo- 
lis is obvious.

An English Judge has 
just decided that. a 
doctor has a right to

Inci- 
dentally, the Judge held that the charge 
made in the particular instance under 
consideration was excessive and reduced 
it by a little over a third.

‘SCIENCE AND MORALS. 


Does the Eternal Interrogation Point 
Let Us Hold Fast the Good? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have been exceedingly interested in 
certain scientific reviews in today’s 
Book Review and Magazine Section of 
THe Times. I am particularly struck 
with the confident assertion of human 
progress under the guidance of science. 
This is an old and trite statement of 
the Professor of Science. But, like so 
many other broadly Vague and indefinite 
assertions, it doesn’t mean anything 
when analyzed and boiled down. 

“Science” is a big word and needs 
to be defined in relation to any field of 
scientific endeavor. Authority in one 
branch does not mean authority in 
another branch. Modern higher educa- 
tion is breaking down clear and definite 
notions of life and character in the 
minds of the young by encouraging 
them into a belief in the superiority of 
“suspended conviction” through the so- 
called scientific habit of mind. This 
habit of mind is to emphasize the rela- 
tivity of knowledge, to retreat before 
definite assertion, to front every spiritual 
and moral principle with-a question 
mark, to sneer at definite faith and posi- 
tive conviction, and to send young men 
and women out into life without clearly 
defined principles of morals and _ per- 
sonal righteousness, They ape the super- 
cilious manner of the scientific critic 
toward established conventions and 
cherished principles of conduct wrought 
out by the consensus of judgment of the 
highest type through human history. 

Human progress does not come alone 
from the scientific interrogation point 
without regard for accumulated knowl- 
edge and experience from the past. It 
comes only when the interrogation point 
passes into the registry of something 
attained and definitely settled. Sneers 
at tradition and scoffing the past, with- 
out placing something definitely better 
before the mind, will not get the human 
race anywhere. In his commencement 
address the President of Yale called at- 
tention to the moral decline of the time: 
and all this in spite of the boasted 
progress of humanity under the most 
complete equipment of modern education. 

Just what is Yale, Columbia or any 
other great university doing to establish 
sound, definite and authoritative moral 
principles in the minds of its students? 
I believe in evolution and in the true 
scientific method; but surely along the 
line evolution must have registered some- 
thing definite and true. Is it not about 
time that our professors of science for- 
get the bliss of suspended conviction for 
a season and give us the products of 
science that will constructively bear up- 
on morals and character? The average 
person needs a definite guide and prop, 
for he cannot travel very far toward 
moral] excellence with nothing but a 
question mark for a guide. 

How would it do for our iconoclastic 
scientists to meditate upon St. Paul’s 
principle of scientific as well as religious 
faith, ‘‘ Prove all things; hold fast that 
which is good,” and show us the good to 
which we should scientifically hold? We 
might apply a little of it to such mat- 
ters as strikes, free love, easy divorce, 
property rights, respect for parents and 
elders and sex relationship. These are 
vital problems. What has science defi- 
nitely to offer?

Summer Social Register Shows an 


Increase of 20 Per Cent. 


This year's Summer Socfal Register. 
which has just been issued, indicates an 
increase of some eleven per cent. in the 
residences by the sea shore as compared 
with last year, notwithstanding an in- 
crease of 20 per cent. in the number of 


families spending the Summer abroad. 

About 1,500 families are spending, the 
Summer on Long Island, 881 are along 
the shore of the Sound, and the Jersey 
coast has 446.

Economy in Other Bureaus 
of the Government.

WASHINGTON, July 5.—A bill to re- 
duce the Shipping Board to a commis- 


sion of three members was introduced 


lin the Senate today by Senator Borah 


in the form of an amendment to the 
Merchant Marine act of 1920. The mem- 
bers of the commission would serve three 
years. Two would be of the majority 
party and the other of the minority 
party. 

“There are now, seven members of the 
United States Shipping Zoard,’’ said 
Senator Borah. ‘‘ They enjoy a salary 


of $12,000 each. After reading the hear- | 


ings on the Merchant Marine bill, one 
would readily conclude that there is no 
possible fustification for having seven 
high-salaried Commissioners. If this 
were a business institution instead of a 


public one, there would likely be one 
Commissioner, and that would be plenty. 
To pay seven men $12,000 each to pre- 
side over the decrepit days, according to 
their own showing, of this moribund and 
money-losing and money-squandering 
affair is sheer waste of the taxpayers 
money. 

‘We are told daily that we must get 
rid of these ships, even if we have to 
pay a large bonus to have some one take 
them. Why not get rid of some Com- 
missioners—not that any one has person- 
al objections to them—but solely in the 
interest of economy? In times when the 
whole country is demanding relief from 
tax burdens, neither,conscience nor com- 
monsense should permit this waste of 
money in high and unnecessary salaries. 

‘But the Shipping Board is only an 
illustration of the situation in Washing- 
ton. I venture to say that a million dol- 
lars could be saved annually by cutting

unnecessary offices. Not only would we 
save money, but we would have more ef- 
ficient and more responsible public ser- 
vice. I invite the Budget Commissioner 
to investigate these overloaded commis- 
sions and these sinecures.

NEWSPRINT PAPER UP. 


Price Raised From $70 to $75 a Ton 
by Several Mills.

CHICAGO, July 5.—The Tribune prints | 
the following dispatch from New York: | 

‘““NEW YORK, July 5.—The price of 
newsprint paper has been raised from 
$70 to $75 a ton as of July 1 by several 
mills. ‘The increase apparently was put 
into effect without the usual general no- 
tice to the trade, and large jobbers today 
were ignorant of the new scale and the 
reason for the rise. 

‘‘The International 
replying to an inquiry, said its price 
now is $75 a ton. Chester W. Lyman, 
Vice President, said the increase of $5 
was due to the growing demand for 
newsprint having compelled the company 
to start up several of its higher cost 
mills to meet the emergency. 


‘“One prominent selling agent con- 
firmed ‘the fact that the small indepen- 
dent mills under his control were nam- 
ing $75 a ton for July and August. 

‘The newsprint division of the Ameri- 
can Woodpulp Corporation said all its 
contracts were made at $70, and that i 
had no present intention of increasing 
the price. 

‘*L. T. Bowmall, Secretary of the 
American Woodpulp Corporation, sailed 
on the Aquitania to investigate the pulp 
situation in Finland and Russia. 

‘“‘* Present indications are that the 
price of raw material—that is, wood 
pulp—will rise,’ he said. ‘ This will au- 
tomatically increase the price of news- 
print paper.’ "’

WILL RESUME TODAY 


Conference, Empowered to Ne- 


gotiate a New Agreement, Will 
Receive Proposals. 


MANY DISORDERS REPORTED 


Connellsville Sheriff Calls For Mar- 
tial Law — Ohio Officers 
Warned to Be Ready. 


WASHINGTON, July 5.—While settle- 
ment of the bituminous coal strike ap- 
peared tonight to hinge on the meeting 
which the operators and miners are ex- 
pected to have with President Harding 
next Monday, another conference of the 
parties to the antnracite situation will 
be held tomorrow. It was expected 
that Secretary Fall would again meet 
with~the miners’ union officials and 
mine owners’ representatives, but the 
impression was that the session might 
be inconclusive, with the result that 
any action would be held up pending 
the outcome of the bituminous sessions. 

Though neither bituminous operators 
nor the officials of the miners’ union 
assembled had power to make binding 
decisions for their associates, the an- 
thracite conference, as summoned by 
President Harding, constituted actually 
a joint wage negotiating group. 

S. D. Warriner, Chairman of the General 


Committee of Anthracite Operators, and 
Philip Murray, Vice President of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
led the respective delegations which met 
last Saturday empowered to make a 
wage settlement, and are expected to do 
so again tomorrow. All indications pre- 
liminary to the meetings were that the 
union contingent would offer to nego- 
tiate a new wage contract on the gen- 
eral basis of scales existing on March 
31, while the operators, asking a re- 
duction of wages. would tender arbi- 
tration at the hands of President Hard- 
ing aS a means of settling differences. 

The bituminous conferees, who ad- 
journed until Monday next, have merely 
powers to suggest action to their as- 
sociates in the mining districts and the 
unions so far have definitely failed to 
agree on anything for the purpose. 

President Harding, on his return on 
Saturday, will be given full reports from 
Secretaries Hoover and Davis on what 
has transpired in the executive gather- 
ings. Further Government ‘action, it 
Was assumed, will be determined after 
the information thus assembled has been 
digested. 

UNIONTOWN, Pa., July 5.—Minor dis- 
orders throughout the Connellsvgle coal 
strike region, pronounced during the 
past month, have brought numerous re- 
quests to Sheriff I. I. Shaw that martial 
law be declared, it was disclosed by 
county officials today. The outbreaks 
have included the dynamiting of the 
homes of working miners, explosions at 
mine properties and _ street fights. 


| Sheriff Shaw, while admitting that. the 


requests had been received, would not} 
say what action would be taken. 

The man power in the coke region 
was reported ‘“‘ very low ’’ by overating 
companies today. Operators attributed 
this condition to the Fourth of July 
holiday. 

Evictions in the strike zone continue. 
Last week the eviction of 225 families 
of striking miners was a high record 
since the strike began. Since April 1, 
when the walkout started, approximately 
31,000 families have been evicted from 
company houses. 

COLUMBUS, Ohio, July 5,—Because 
of reports of disorders in the coal fields 
of Eastern Ohio, the Adjutant General’s 
office has ordered commanding officers 
of the Ohio National Guard to be pre- 
pared for possible troop movements. 

The Adjutant General’s office said this 
morning that these orders to command- 
ing officers were verbal and pointed out 
that State officials had been receiving 
reports of disorders. Under the verbal 
orders the commanding officers were 
asked to make arrangements to receive 
quick calls. 

Chalmers Wilson of Columbus, repre- 
senting Adjt. Gen. Florence, went to St. 
Clairsville, Ohio, yesterday to begin an 
official investigation of recent disorders 
near there. According to reports reach- 
ing here the disorders resulted from at- 
tempts of striking miners to stop the 
operation of strip mines in Belmont 
County. 

The latest outbreak was on Monday 
night, when Charles Meters, a mine 
guard, was shot and beaten by several 
hundred strikers and eleven cars of coal 
were destroyed. 


CRESSON, Penn, July 5.—Clifford B.

Counsel Will Move Tomorrow 
That Murder Indictment 
Be Dismissed. 


BASE PLEA ON TESTIMONY 


Ralph Ward Firm in Refusal 


Divulge Family Secret—Pistol 
Ownership Questioned.

Counsel for Walter S. Ward is ox- 
pected to go before Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Morschauser at White Plains to- 
morrow and ask that the murder in- 
dictment for the" killing of Clarence 
Peters be dismissed on the ground of 
insufficient evidence. Coupled with this, 
came the disclosure that the testimony 
of twenty-five Grand Jury witnessas 
had contributed little to the State's ef- 
fort to fasten a first degree murder 
indictment on Ward. District Attor- 
ney Weeks, however, was confident last 
night that the dismissal would be re- 
fused. 

Justice Morschauser is scheduled to 
return to White Plains this morning 
from a vacation at Nantucket. He wirod 
to the District Attorney; notifying him 
that he would resume his conspiracy 
investigation this afternoon at 4 o'clock. 
Six subpoenas have been issued and, 
it was said, the court will endeavor 
to ascertain why the State was unable 
to find Mrs. N. Willard Curtis, Ward's 
mother-in-law, when she was wanted 
for the Grand Jury. ‘The inquiry will 
also delve into the charge that George 
S. Ward and others conspired to defeat 
the ends of justice by_absenting them- 
selves from the Westchester County 
jurisdiction, 

Conspicuous in the testimony of wit- 
nesses before the Grand Jury was the 
stubborn and successful effort of Ralph 
Ward to shield the Ward family 
‘* secret,’’ which the defense says gave 
the alleged blackmailers, ‘* Charley 
Ross ’”’ and ‘“‘ Jack,’’ their hold on Ward 
and which caused Ward to shoot Peters 
‘‘in self-defense '’ early on May 16 near 
the Kensico Reservoir. Another feature 
was the facility with which Mrs. Walter 
Ward took legal retuge when Mr. Weeks 
sought certain information. 
Overshadowing these were statements 
by Frank Cody, Chief of the New Ro- 
chelle police, when the District Attorney 
pointed at two weapons lying on a chair 
in the Grand Jury room. These were 
the guns which Ward turned over to the 
authorities — one an automatic, which 
Ward said was his own, and the other a 
Smith & Wesson revolver, which the de- 
fendant said belonged to Peters. Cody 
was directed by the District Attorney to 
‘take a look at them.”’ 


‘They both resemble the guns I gave | 


Ward,’’ replied the Police Chief, who 
added that he had not kept official rec- 
ord of the pistols he had furnished to 
Ward when the latter became one of 
New Rochelle’s Commissioners of Po- 


lice. 

‘* You know,’’ said Mr. Weeks, ‘‘ that 
the defense claims that one of these 
guns is Peters's gun?” 

‘That is what Ii understand,’’ 
Cody. 

‘* It looks very much like the gun you 
gave Ward?’”’ inquired tae District At- 
torney. 

“It does,’’ replied Cody; “one was 
an automatic and the other was a small 
blue gun.”’ 

The first witness before the Grand 
Jury when it convened in secret several 
weeks ago was Lulu Barrows, nurse to 
the two Ward children. . She testified 
that on May 21, the day before Ward 
surrendered himself to the Westchester 
County officials, Mrs. Ward ‘told her 
that Mr. Ward had ‘ something to ex- 
plain ’’ to her. Subsequently Ward met 
the nurse girl and told her that he had 
shot a man in self-defense. That was 
all there was to it, accofding to the 
nurse, She also _ testified to the 
*“‘jodine '"’ incident, which took place 
about six weeks before the killing. She 
said that Mrs. Ward had awakened her 
at 2 o’clock one morning and that she 
had administered first aid to Mr. Ward. 

The nurse said she was certain that 
Ward had taken the iodine by mistake 
for cascara, both liquids being in twin 
bottles placed next to each other. She 
also testified to frequent trips to the 
races taken by the Wards in the early 
part of May.

Dr. John F. Black, who performed the} 


autopsy, testified to the course of. the 
death bullet, and Aime Mild, cook at the 
Ward home, corroborated the testimony 
of Miss Barrows. 

Mrs. Ward told on the stand nw her 
husband had returned home the morn- 
ing of the killing, some time between 
4:30 o'clock and 5 o’clock. She also 
related the story of the card party of 
friends that had been held at her home 
on the night of May 15. She testified 
that for Some time prior to the shooting 
Ward had cautioned her: against going 
out alone, day or night, and advised 
that the Ward children be carefully 
watched. The defense claims, it was 
explained, that Ward’s children had 
been threatened by the blackmailers. 

‘*Do you remember this Vanderbilt 
episode?’’ asked Mr. Weeks. 

‘*T can’t tell exactly how it was,’’ 
said the witness, ‘‘ but some one had 
telephoned that Mr. Ward would be 
detained in White Plains and I was 
told to get a bag ready for him, whici: 
I did. I was talking to some one when 
the doorbell rang and I thought, natu- 
rally, it was a reporter, and his card 
came in—‘ Mr. Vanderbilt Jr.’—and not 
knowing Mr. Vanderbilt was a reporter, 
i thought it was simply a way of get- 
ting in to see me, so I sent a Message 
that I didn’t know Mr. Vanderbilt, and 
the card came back with a little note 
written across the back—wouldn’t I please 
see him; he. was in great sympathy with 
me and would like to have a chat with 
me.. He was very persistent in telling 
my nurse that of course Mrs. Ward 
would understand and would see Mr. 
Vanderbilt, and that naturally fussed 
me because I had @lready sent out word 
that I wouldn’t sée anybody, so I sent 
a/‘message back very decidedly I would 
see no reporter.”’ 

Mrs. Ward admitted that she had 
never seen a revolver about the Ward 
home, and when she wag asked if her 
husband had béen in the habit of hav- 
ing pistols around, said ‘‘ No, sir; not 
that I ever saw.’’ She denied that Peters 
had ever visited the Ward home, and 
said that Ward had suffered for some 
time from headaches so violent that he 
would often ‘‘ pound his head with his 
fists.’"” She admitted that Ward had 
played the races, but she thought his 
wagers were small ones. When the Dis- 
trict Attorney sought to  aseertain 
whether he had ever lost or won big 
sums, she declined to answer on the 
ground that it was a “‘ confidential com- 
munication.’”’ She frequently employed 
this protection, and was upheld by Jus- 
tice Morschauser. 

In his testimony Ralph, Ward said that 
his brother’s attention to business for 
about two months before the shooting 
had not been satisfactory. Ralph said 
he had remonstrated with Walter Ward 
about it, declaring that the brother 
‘* came in late and left early.”” He said 
that his brother had not appeared ‘‘ nor- 
mal’’ during that period, but didn’t 
know whether it was_ ill-health or 
worry that caused it.

BUCKET SHOP DUPES 
SEEK PROSECUTION 


Attorney for 2,700 Moves for 
Simultaneous Action in New 
York and Chicago. 


HAS GATHERED EVIDENCE 


Alleges That Some Bankrupt Firms 
Had Operated Under As- 
sumed Names. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, July 5.—Simultaneous ac- 
tion by State’s Attorney Crowe and the 
District Attorney of New York against 
a number of alleged bucket shops which 
have gone into bankruptcy in recent 
months will be requested early next 
week by Philip R. Davis, an attornéy 
representing 2,700-odd creditors of the 
various concerns. 

Mr. Davis~ declared tonight he has 
already been promised the full co-opera- 
tion of State’s Attorney Crowe. On 
Saturday at noon he will leave for New 
York for a conference with the District 
Attorney there. He seeks simultaneous 
action here and in the Eastern metrop- 
olis since all of the. houses concerned 
in his investigation have had offices in 
both Chicago and New York. 

Among the charges he is prepared to 
make js one that a number of bankrupt 

{concerns have been mulcted of their as- 
| sets by certain men, who thus conspired 
to obtain large sums by forcing the 
companies into the bankruptey courts 
with little or no assets left; and another 
that some of the houses operated dur- 
ing their whole existence under assumed 
names; that is, that there were no such 


men as those under whose ‘names the 
companies operated. 

In one case, he declares, between $2.- 
000,000 and $3,000,000 has disappeared, 
the scheduled assets which remain 
amounting to only about $1,000. 

Among the firms whose creditors Mr. 
Davis represents are F. S: Ruskay & 
Co., Howell & Wales, R. H. MacMasters 
& Co., Kardos & Burke and E. M. Fuller 

Co. 


Mr. Davis asserts that considerablc 
evidence has already been gathered con- 
cerning the alleged bucketing operations 
of the concerns he will name. Prosecu- 
tion in the State courts both here and in 
New York is expected to be followed 
by Federal prosecution for alleged mis- 
use of the mails. All the concerns in- 
volved, he says, are members- of the 
Consolidated Stock Exchange of New 
York. 

‘““My interest is simply in behalf of 
the creditors of the various concerns 
whom I represent,”’ Mr. Davis said. 
‘‘ Vast sums of money have been dissi- 
pated and there is_ no showing where 
these sums went. We propose to find 
out and in the process to put some men 
in the penitentlary.”’ 


Efforts to locate District Attorney 
Banton last night to learn whether rep- 
resentations had already been made to 
him on behalf of the 2,700 creditors of 
bankrupt brokerage firms were unsuc- 
cessful. It is known, however, that for 
some time the #~rosecutor has been con- 
ducting an investigation into the affairs 
of F. S. Ruskay & Co. and R. H. Mac- 
Masters & Co., and was endeavoring to 
obtain the books of E. M. Fuller &' Co. 

On June 19 last Judge Knex in the 
Federal Court refused to turn the books 
of F. S. Ruskay & Co. over to the 
prosecutor on the ground that when they 
were delivered to a Federal receiver, 
following the filing of a petition in 
bankruptcy for the brokerage firm, 
members of F. S. Ruskay & Co, asserted 
their constitutional right not to furnish 
information to the District Atforney 
which could be used against them. 

When E. M. Fuller & Co. went into 
the hands of a receiver last week they 
made the same stipulation, but District 
Attorney Banton announced on Satur- 
day last that he felt he h sufficient 
evidence against the firm to begin an 
inquiry before the Grand Jury. The 
prosecutor announced yesterday that he 
expected to lay this evidence before the 
inquisitorial body within a few weeks. 

It was said that the District Attorney 
was awaiting further information about 
the failure of Kardos & Burke which 
was expected to be developed through a 
Federal bankruptcy proceeding and that 
at the time Howell & Wales went into 
the hands of a receiver in February 
last the prosecutor sought information 
about the activities of that firm. .

Three Development Plans. 


WASHINGTON, July 5.—The Senate 
Agriculture Committee méets tomorrow

FINANCIAL MARKET 
Strength in Stocks on icderaia 
Turnover——Four Liberty Bond 
Issues at Year's High. 


There was only slight reflection in the 
stock market yesterday of the decision 
of the maintenance-of-way employes of 
the railroads not to join the. striking 
shopmen. There has been a@ confidence 
all along that no strike could last for 
any great length of time, and, just as 
prices did not go down when the strike 
was called, so yesterday they failed to 
respond in any vigorous manner to the 
possibility that the shopmen would be 
farced to carry on their strike without 
assistance from other classes of rall- 
road, labor. 

The stock market showed strength, 
but for the most part the changes were 
narrow and the volume of trading, while 
larger than that of last Monday, was 
far from brisk. The shares of the rail- 
road companies in a number of instances 
moved up moderately, but the better 
outlook as to the labor situation for the 
raiiroads was to be discovered in the 
action of the bond market rather than 
in stocks. All of the railroad bonds 
were in good demand at rising prices, 
with the Atchison general 4s leading 
the advance with an upturn of 1% points. 

This increased activity in the railroad 
issues, however, was not sufficient to 
hold corporation bonds in the forefront 
of trading. After a lapse of some days 
the Liberty bonds reassumed their lead- 
ership, a heavy demand asserting itself 
throughout the list. It is noteworthy 
that the tax-exempt 3%s “made a new 
high record for the year at 100.50 and 
that the second 4%s also attained the 
year’s high at 100.14. The first 4s and 
the fourth 4%s madé the highest prices 
since the date of issue, the former at 
100.24 and the latter at 100.38. The up- 
turn was simply another manifestation 
of a heavy investment demand for Lib- 
erty bonds on the part of both institu- 
tions and individuals. It is quite prob- 
able that the purchasing of Liberties 
now represents investment demand in 
such cases where the funds for rein- 
vestment were not available until after 
the half-yearly disbursements had 
actually been made. 

In the stock market one of the out- 
standing developments was weakness in 
the oil shares, particularly with relation 


to those companies operating in Mexico. |- 


Mexican Petroleum dropped 1144 points 
and the Pan American stocks lost about 
6 points. These issues were in a vulner- 
able position from which to defend them- 
selves against adverse news. Once 
again this news had to do with salt 
water in the Mexican fields, which ap- 
parently has lost none of its influence 
on market»affairs. The situation in a 
nutshell is that the proven oil area’ in 
Mexico is relatively small in acreage, and 
as salt water encroaches upon this there 
is naturally a cause for worry, since ex- 
ploration work to discover new fields 
cannot be undertaken extensively until 
certain chahges have been made in the 
Mexican laws. 

The foreign exchange market followed 
an irregular course with pronounced 
weakness developing in lire and francs 
while sterling showed strength. At the 
low price yesterday French francs were 
only about % of a cent above the 
low point of the year. Belgian francs 
also went close to their low for the year 
of 7.61 when they touched 7.73. The ir- 
regularities of the exchange market ap- 
pear at the moment to be closely asso- 
ciated with the reparations situation and 
naturally the talk in Germany about let- 
ting the mark go to smash cannot be 
viewed other than with a certain degree 
of concern. 

The improvement in the iron and steel 
industry during June is shown by the 
pig iron production figures for that 
month. The output for the thirty days 
was 2,361,028 tons, or 78,701 tons a day. 
This compares with 2,306,679 tons during 
May, or a daily rate of 74,409 tons. On 
this basis pig iron production is now at 
the rate of nearly 30,000,000 tons per 
year. The Iron Age, in discussing the 
outlook, considers that new uncertain- 
ties have developed as a result of the 
railroad strike and the low rate of coal 
loadings due to the coal strike. On the 
other hand new business is reported as 
being in large volume. 

The cotton market was reactionary, 
a not unexpected development after the 
spirited bidding for contracts last Mon- 
day following the Government crop re- 
port.

» Copper Stocks Again Hold Firm. 


During the last three trading days the 
copper stocks as a group have been gain 
ing ground. The advances in most in- | 
stances have been only moderate but the 
movement in the face of general irregu- 
larity has attracted much attention. 
Yesterday's gains were helped to no 
smali extent by trade reports declarin 
that there has been another fraction 
advance in prices and also by publica- 
tion of June copper sales estimated at 
140,000,000 pounds. In addition the 
trade holds an optimistic view of the 
outlook for demand in the last half of 
the year. Some interests call attention 
to the fact that the steel industry con- 
tinues to forge ahead and as in the past 
steel and copper have generally moved 
together, producers believe that it is 
only a question of a short time before 
consumers will come into the market and 
make known their demands for the late 
Summer and Autumn months.

A Coal Road’s Record. 


One of the clearest pictures of the 
varying affects of the coal strike is seen 


in the May report of the Norfolk & 
Western, a company whose lines pene- 
trate a large non-union territory. The 
month’s statement showed that the $3,- 
182,237 which was earned over fixed 
charges was due mainly from the large 
volume of coal traffic, and officials state 
that business in June will total about the 
same figure as May. It is understood, 
however, that the management is plan- 
ning to set aside a larger armount for 
maintenance for June and subsequent 
months, so that such a move would 
make inroads on the income account. 
During the first five months of the year 
the road has earned within slightly more 
than $1,000,000 of a full year’s rate of 
7 per cent. on the common stock after 
allowing for preferred requirements.

SEES GOOD OUTLOOK. 
IN COPPER INDUSTRY 


Simon Guggenheim Tells Amer- 
ican Smelting Stockholders 
of Prospects. 


STEADY GAIN IN EARNINGS 


Increased Tonnage and Greater 
Smelter Receipts Reported— 
Active in Mexico.

Simon Guggenheim, President of the 
American Smelting and Refining Com- 
pany, takes a cheerful view of the out- 
look for the copper industry. The sit- 
uation as regards other metals also is 
favorable, according to Mr. Guggen- 
heim. In a letter addressed to stock- 
holders, -he says in part that ‘ the 
present outlook for increased earnings 
is distinctly favorable.

NO FORMAL INSURGENCY YET | 


Governors Meet Again Today to 
Consider Improved Methods 
of Trading. 


The Board of Governors of the Con- 
solidated Stock Exchange will hold an- 
other meeting after the close of the 
market today. Although it is officially 
stated that the meeting was called for 
the purpose of improving the method of 
trading on the Exchange, reports persist 
that there is dissension among the Gov- 
ernors and that a group is endeavoring 
to bring about a change in the executive 
officers. ° 

It was reported earlier in the week that 
these members held a secret meeting late 
last week and forced the hands of the 
executives to call a special meeting in 
order that the matter could be brought 
to a head and some official action could 
be taken by the full membership of the 
Board of Governors. W. S. Silkwor.n, 
when questioned about this after the 
meeting on Monday, denied that there 
was any dissatisfaction over the present 
management of the Exchange and that 
secret meetings had been held by either 
members of the Exchange or by mem- 
bers of the Board of Governors. 

Some of the members of the Exchange, 
however, when questioned yesterday 
stated that there had been some dis- 
sension among the Board of Governors 
regarding the action of officials in con- 
nection with the many suspensions and 
failures on the Consolidated Exchange 
since the first of the year. It was point- 
ed out that this dissension has not as 
yet reached the point where it could be 
classed as an insurgency movement 
against present executives, but it was 
admitted that it might develop to that 
point if permited o go further.

The annual report of the Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Chicago & St. Louis Rail- 
road for the year ended Dec. 31, 
1921, shows a net corporate income of 
$2,929,048, from which were declared 
dividends upon the preferred stock 
amounting to $499,925.

Sugar exports from the United States 
in the fisca: year ending in June will 
probably exceed those of any year in 
jae history of our export trade, accord- 
ng to the National City Bank, which 
adds that the United States has enor- 
mously increased its exportation of re- 
fined- sugar.

PERU OFFER =R UNACCEPTED. 


| Tacna-Arica Reply Not Considered 
New Conference Basis. 


WASHINGTON, July 5 (Associated 

Press).—Peru’s latest rejoinder to the 
| 'Taena-Arica compromise proposal of 
the United States has apparently failed 
to establish a basis for resumption of 
the Chilean-Peruvian conference here. 

It was indicated today that the modi- 
fications of the American formula fa- 
vored by Peruvian officials would not 
be acceptable to the Chileans, and that 
the Lima Government soon might be 
faced with the necessity of taking the 
} compromise plan without material 
change, or rejecting it altogether. 

The attitude throughout conference 
circles tonight was one of hope that 
the affirmative course would be chosen, 
although the Peruvian delegates mani-

A rejection, it is felt in many quarters 
here, might mean the end of negotia- 
tions over Tacna-Arica for many years

Considerable realizing occurred in all 
three contract markets yesterday, at- 
tracted by Monday’s seisational advance, 
and as a result prices lost about $3.00 a 
bale at one time.

LULLIN RUST TALK 
DOWNS WHEAT AGAIN 


More Optimistic Reports Make 
Buyers Less Apprehensive 
About the Supply. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, July 5.—Black rust is de- 
veloping so slowly in the Northwest 
that, unless there is a marked change 
in the weather conditions, little or no 
damage will be experienced. Tempera- 
tures have been too low to permit of its 
rapid uevelopment, and practically all 


of the reports from the American and 
Canadian Northwest are of an optimis- 
tic nature. 

Rust is found at a large number of 
points this side of the international line, 
and, in some case, only a short distance 
from the Canadian provinces, but the 
trade showed no apprehensions today, 
and the market was under pressure 
from the start, with the finish at net 
losses of 4%@% cent, July showing the 
most strength, selling even with the 
September, against 134 cents discount 
Monday. 

Failure of country offerings to in- 
crease to any material extent in the 
Central West or Southwest had some 
effect on the July, and New Orleans 
outbid Chicago 8@3% cents for new 
hard Winter. Four cars of the wheat 
arrived here today and sold at 1@1% 
cents over the July. Bids of 12 cents 
over September, track the Gulf, were 
made for No. 1 hard, for shipment by 
July 15, and 11 cents over for all July 
shipment. 

Milling demand here was fair, with 
sales of 80,000 bushels. At Minneapolis 
July, which has- been leading the ad- 
vancé of late, dropped sharply and 
closed 5% cents lower, with some 
messages claiming leading interests were 
selling out and others that the break 
was due to speculative pressure. Pre- 
miums there were 3@5 cents lower, as 
compared with the July, with mills now 
buying on the basis of the September, 

Thrashing returns from the Winter 
wheat belt continue spotted, with some 
excellent quality grain being secured in 
Illinois, 

Weakness in continental exchange pre- 
vents much export business, although 
the United Kingdom took around 400,000 
bushels. At the Gulf, 14 cents over Chi- 
cago September for first half, and 13 
cents over the last half July loading 
was quoted, while No. 2 hard, f. 0. b 
Montreal, was 13144 cents over September 
for last half August.

HIGH GRADE DIAMONDS 
SCARCE IN EUROPE 


Bank Attributes Decline in Im- 
ports to Dearth in Foreign 
Markets. 


Reports of a scarcity of high grade 
diamonds in the markets of Europe, 
which are being brought back to the 
United States by returning buyers, ex- 
plain ih part, says the National City 
Bank, the fact that our importation of 
diamonds in the fiscal year which ends 
with this month will be but about $32,- 
000,000, or approximately one-third that 
of two years ago. The value of the 
diamonds imported into this country in 
the fiscal year 1920, the high record 
year, was $89,000,000, against an annual 
average of about $30,000,000 a year in 
the preceding decade, $30,000,000 in the 
fiscal year 1921, and a_ prospective 


$32,000,000 in the fiscal year 1922. 

“fhis slowing down in our importa- 
tion of diamonds in the last couplo of 
years,’’ says the bank, ‘‘ will not, how- 
ever, materially affect our rank as a 
holder of one-half of the diamonds of 
the world. This estimate was made in 
1918 by one of the most distinguished 
and painstaking diamond experts of the 
world, who stated, in a carefully pre- 
pared discussion on the subject, that 
‘there can be little doubt that the total 
value of diamonds now (1918) owned in 
the world is approximately $3,000,000,- 
000, and that those in the United States 
represent nearly $1,500,000,000, or about 
one-half the world’s holdings.’ 

“Te we add to this 1918 estimate the 
$200,000,000 worth of diamonds that we 
imported since that estimate was made, 
it is quite apparent that our rank as a 
holder of one-half of the world’s dia- 
monds has not been materially minil- 
mized by the slowing down of our im- 
ports in the past two years, especially 
as this slowing down was simultaneous 
with \g big reduction in the output of 
South Africa, which now supplies most 
of the new material added to the world’s 
stock of diamonds. 

‘South Africa has for many years 
been the world’s chief producer of dia- 
mondgs, and the very latest reports from 
that field indicate that while the out- 
turn of the South African mines aver- 
aged about $40,000,000 a year in the 
three years ending with 1919, the out-

put since that date, 1919, has been ex- 
tremely small, owing in part at least to 
the fact that the European markets 
were being flooded with high-grade dia- 
monds formerly owned in Russia. 

“The outturn of the diamond mines 
of South Africa since their discovery j. 
and development a half century ago 
has approximated a billion dollars in 
Value, while the total output of the 
Brazilian mines to date is about $160,- 
000,600, India $50,000,000, the area for- 
merly designated German Southwest 
German Southwest Africa and Borneo. 
$1,000,000. This estimate of the total 
output of the five diamond fields of 
the world, South Africa, Brazil, India, 
German Southwest Africa, and Borneo, 
makes the down-to-date outturn of all 
the diamond mines of the world about 
$1,250,000,000 at the place of produc- 
tion, which, after cutting, mounting, 
payment of duties and placing them in 
the ds of customers, represents 
about °$3,000,000,000, of which approxi- 
mately one-half are owned in the United 
States. 

‘Very few of our diamond imports 
come direct from the country of pro- 
duction, most of the outturn of <‘he 
mines being sent to the great diamond 
cutting centres of Europe, chiefly 
Netherlands and in a_ lesser degree 
France, Belgium and Great Britain. 
Our own imports in. the high record 
year, 1920, were from Netherlands $55, - 
000,000, Great Britain $22,000,000, France 
approximately $5,000,000, and Belgium 
a couple of millions. Of the $89,000,0Q0 
worth imported in that high record 
year, $18,000,000 worth came in the 

uncut’ form for use in the diamond 
cutting establishments of our own coun- 
try, which through the use of syeecial 
machinery devised in this country have | 
been able to successfully compete with 
Europe despite the much higher .

Within 
the following month Antwerp was bunt- 
ing-draped and ready to receive her 
guests for the Olympian games. 
tunately the heavy rains did much harm 
during these days of sport, and even 
though the Belgians do not mind a 
downpour, most visitors did. 

“The roads leading toward Brussels 
still showed signs of devastation. Towns, 
villages, factory sites and railway sta- 
tions were in ruins. Food, however, 
was plentiful, although the prices were 
terrific. 1 investigated the reason and 
found that Belgium’s cattle, and also 
chickens, were killed during the war 
and there were too few cows there to 
produce butter. Holland and Denmark 
are reaping the harvest, as all the but- 
ter and eggs come from these two 
sources. 

‘“‘Many business houses suspended 
payments owing to lack of Peer onest: 
but during the last six months s 
situation has improved. There was @ 
startling change when Belgium resumed 
trade with Germany. Quite suddenly 
woolens were brought out, and ready- 
made suits and garments were shown 
also table linens and towels. I could 
not detect the reason and consequently 
made inquiry about the change from a 
merchant. They not only had resumed 
trade with Germany, but had reinstated 
the German language: in their schools, 
because, as the merchant explained to 
me, ‘We, both Germany and Beigium, 
need the trade, and the hatred of the 
last war is almost eliminated.’ 

‘*T am positive that little Belgium will, 
within not too many years, become once 
more very prosperous. It is touching 
to see how the Belgians adore their 
King and Queen, but just as touching to 
see how this wonderful couple and their 
family treat their subjects. An ever- 
ready smile greets even the humblest of 
the people. Rheims impressed me 
greatly, for here I met Dr. Marie Lefort, 
a Newark (N. J.) woman, who offered 
her services to her country at the be- 
ginning of the war, but was rejected 
because she was a woman. France took 
her and she opened a_ hospital at 
Rheims, converting it into a maternity 
hospital after the war.

BIG DROP IN OUR COINAGE. 


Decline of 350,000,000 Is Laid to 
“Business Conditions. 
WASHINGTON, July 5. — Domestic 
coinage of the United States during the 
fiscal year just ended fell off by more 
than 350,000,000 pieces from last year, 


| according to a summary issued today 


by the mint. 

There were 105,996,175 coins turned 
out by the mints with a total value of 
$145,712,742 against 462,420,140 coins 
worth $38,586,540 in 1921. 

Coinage of gold pieces and standard 
silver dollars increased, but the output 
of subsidiary coins declined heavily, 
officials explained, because the Treas- 
ury has a large stock which the banks, 
on account of business conditions, have 
not been absorbing and also because the 
mints have returned, to the pre-war 
eight-hour day. 

Gold coinage during 1922 amounted 
to 2,659,516 pieces worth $53,000,016. No 
gold was coined in 1921. Standard sil- 
ver dollars coined during the past year 
against 19,043,000 in 
1921, the Treasury now being engaged 
replacing the silver sold to Great 
Britain during the war. 

There were no half dollars, quarter 
dollars or dimes coined. There were 1,- 
447,000 five-cent pieces and 9,181,000 pen- 
nies coined. 

Coinage executed by the mint for oth- 
er Governments was as follows: Costa 
Rica, 16.080 gold pieces; Colombia, 3,- 
000.000 silver pieces; Venezuela, 3,900,000 
silver pieces, and Indo-China, 5,000,000

NEW SITE PROPOSED - 
FOR MUSIC TEMPLE 


John W. Miller Wants $20,000,- 
000 Peace Memorial Built 


Near Times Square. 


A new site for the proposed Peace Me- 
morial, or Art Centre, to consist of a 
“National Temple of Music and Art,’’ 
was proposed yesterday by John Wesley 
Miller of 1,400 Broadway, and the Board 
of Estimate will be asked at its next 
meeting to approve the choice. Mr. 
Miller, who said he originated the 
Temple of Music idea several years ago, 


proposes that a site be selected on 
Broadway to Seventh Avenue, between

“The cost of these two blocks,” said 
Mr. Miller, ‘‘ will be less than $10,000,- 
000. The assessed valuation of the prop: 
erty is $8,177,000. The ground area is 
175,000 square feet and the building, as 
outlined by E. C. Horn & Sons, archt- 
tects of 1,476 Broadway, will contain 
2,000,000 square feet of space. The en- 
| Sineering problem in connection with 
these two blocks is the best that could 
| be hoped for. A large part of the ground 
is covered by a lumber yard and no 
buildings at all, while the greater part 
is occupied by two-story buildings and 
all of the buildings are old. It could be 
cleared in thirty days. Tax assessment 
advances upon the surrounding proper- 
ties will soon return to the city al] the 
money that will be invested in this great 
temple of music. 

“This is an established opera and 
studio centre. Visitors from all parts 
of the world for many years have known 
this location. That they would not go 
far from here for opera is proved by 
the failures of the Century and Lexing- 
ton Theatres and the Manhattan Opera 
| House. With more than twice the seat- 
ing capacity of the present Metropolitan 
Opera House, it is important to locate 
in the most central spot. Transit facili- 
ties at Broadway and Thirty-ninth 
Street are the best in the city." 


Mr. Miller said his plans call for the 
erection of a building to cost $20,000,000.

MRS. HIRSH ARRAIGNED. 


Husband, Shot After Freeport Party, 
Has Recovered. 


Mrs. Hazel Hirsh, charged with hav- 
ing shot her husband, Oscar A. Hirsh, 
following a lawn party held two weeks 
ago at the home of Reine Davies, ¢ilm 
actress, at Freeport, L. I, was ar- 
raigned yesterday at Mineola. She 
pleaded not guilty to the indictment 
alleging assault and, upon motion of 
her counsel, George M. Levy, her bail 
of $25,000 was reduced to $10,000.

The 
whole affair seems like such a terrible 
nightmare that it is hard for me_ to 
concentrate my mind on the fact that 
I am charged with shooting my hus- 
band in an attempt to kill him. 

‘* My husband and I have been ‘ pals,’ 
besides husband and wife, for the past 
eight years, and I would-lay down my 
life rather than harm a hair of his 
head. This awful charge so shocked 
me that L cannot seem to grasp the 
situation. My husband has explained 
that he was shot while I was trying to 
save him from injuring himself. I sup- 
pose the matter will have to go to 
trial and our innermost life revealed 
to the public. I am sure that such a 
revelation will prove conclusively to the 
world that I had no motive whatsoever 
for hurting my husband. The closest 
investigation will show that we’ were 
as happy as two human beings could 
be until this terrible nightmare ar- 
rived. I am happy that my husband is 
improving so much, and beg the public 
to suspend judgment until the facts are 
revealed at the trial.’’ 

According to District Attorney Charles 
R. Weeks, the trial probably will be 
marked down for the Fall calendar.

INTO WRECK OF ‘OWL 


Aged Signalman Said to Have 
Denied Blame, Saying Sig- 
nal Was Passed. 


VICTIM TELLS OF GHOULS 


Says He Was Robbed While Pinned 
Under Seat—Saw Pockets of 
Dead Rifled. 


An inquiry into the wreck of the At- 
lantic City flier. ef the PhiladtIphia & 
Reading Railway at Winslow Junction, 
N. J., early Morfday morning was begun 
yesterday in the Reading offices in 
Camden, N. J., behind closed doors. 
None of the evidence of the witnesses 
was made public. 

John De Walt, sixty-year-old signal- 
man at the junction, who opened the 
switch that sent the train crashing down 
a thirty-foot embankment, killing seven 
persons and injuring more than sixty 
others, was a witness. He appeared on 
the verge of-prostration, and was ac- 
companied by his son, Lawrence De 
Walt. The signalhnan was reported to 
have denied responsibility for the wreck, 
and to have declared that Walter Wes- 
cott of Gloucester, N. J., dead engineer 
of the flier, ran past a signa) set against 
him. 

De Walt was also reported to have 
testified that he threw the switch, think- 
ing the flier was a freight train bound 
down the Cape May branch, and that he 
had crceived no warning from the dis- 
patcher’s office in Camden that a train 
of empty cars, which he mistook 
the flier, was being sent over the line 
that night to Atlantic City. 

Another witness's was Miss Marguerite 
Brennan, Pennsylvania Railroad night 
telephone operator at the junction, who, 


hearing the flier’s whistles for signals, | 


telephoned to De Walt in his tower. 
Miss Brennan's switchboard is in a 
tower about 200 yards from that of 
De Walt, 


A delegation of residents from Ham- 


monton, N,, J., a mile from the scene | 


of the wreck, attended the hearing to 
lodge a protest against the speed with 
which trains go through Hammontan. 


Some of them said that if the investi- 
gators did not succeed in having the 
speed lowered, a committee would be 
appointed to ask the New Jersey State 
Board of Public Utility Commissioners 
to order slower speed.

Louis Colker, 
26, of 626 Columbia Avenue, Philadel- 
phia, a husband of a day, was in a crit- 
ical condition and two others were re- 
ported likely to die. They were Frank 
Masculli, 48, of 1,714 North Twenty- 
fourth Street, Philadelphia, and Charles 
L. Lukens of 6,227 Beecher Street, Phil- 
adelphia. The condition of the Rev. 
Vaughan Bosse of Egg Harbor, N. J., 
showed marked improvement. Unless 
there is a relapse, physicians said, he 
will recover. The condition of Mrs. 
Bessie Colker improved greatly, but she 
was not told of the true condition of her 
husband.
